ae seriously at yariance over the important question 
o battleship tonnage. In view of the likelihood that 
Congress will be reluctant to authorize any extensive 
uditions to the fleet, it was hoped that the two boards 
night agree on a definite, compact construction program 
wiich should clearly represent the immediate needs of 
th fleet, and we still trust that such an agreement may 
le reached before the matter is placed before Congress. 
li it shall appear that the two responsible boards having 
to do with questions of ship types and construction are 
divided on problems of such vital consequence as that 
of battleship design, the result will almost inevitably be 
a similar and still more annoying difference of opinion 
in Congress itself, followed, perhaps, by months of profit- 
less debate and the delay of legislation which should be 
enacted without delay. It is not our purpose to enter 
iito any discussion as to the merits of the controversy 
which has arisen between the General Board and the 
lkoard on Construction. If those bodies cannot agree 1s 
to the size of the proposed battleships, who shall decide ? 
Must the Navy Department go before Congress and 
acknowledge that two boards specifically empowered to 
deicrmine those questions are unable to agree upon a 
matter of such far-reaching importance to naval and 
iitional interests? If so, can we reasonably expect the 
prompt and liberal appropriations for ship construction 
which the situation imperatively requires? What is said 
here is not written in a spirit of criticism, but with a 
sense of regret that there should be disagreement where 
there should be unanimity, and with the hope that the 
existing differences may be reconciled before the project 
of bat@eship construction comes up in Congress. With 
regard to the problem under consideration, press des- 
patches from Tokio contain a statement which, if correct, 
is of more than passing interest. It is to the effect that 
the Japanese Admiralty, taking into account the navai 
experiences of the late war, have approved a construe- 
tion program including two battleships, each of 18,000 
lous, three cruisers of 14,000 tons each, and one of 13,000 
lous. It is stated, moreover, that the ultimate type of 
Japanese battleship will have a displacement of no less 
than 22,000 tons, with a main armament of fourteen 12- 
inch guns, and a speed of twenty knots, and that the 
future Japanese cruiser will be a ship of 15,000. tons, 
having a speed rate of twenty-five knots. Assuming 
that this report is correct, it signifies that Japan, having 
leon highly suecessful with warships of the largest type, 
is vesolved that her new ships shall be still larger.

This has caused a glut in the labor market which is bound 
to be still further aggravated by the return to civil pur- 
suits of more than 700,000 soldiers now returning from 
the war. ‘To transfer the industrial system of Japan 
from a war basis, on which it has rested for a long 
period, to a peace basis, and afford employment for the 
large bodies of men now without work, will be a task of 
great difficulty, and its execution will in all likelihood 
be attended with much hardship. In a word, while the 
war is over, its heaviest burdens are yet to be felt, both 
in Russia and Japan. That they may be borne safely 
and successfully along the paths of peace is a hope in 
which all mankind will share. Meanwhile, the world 
will observe with interest and sympathy the progress of 
both nations, no matter how painful and laborious their 
progress may be.

That the Navy is sadly in need of additional officers 
is conceded by everybody familiar with the situation, but 
we must dissent entirely from the opinion of the New 
Orleans Picayune that the shortage has had injurious 
effects upon naval! discipline. The fact is that, in spite 
of the lack of officers, and in spite of the increased work 
consequently required of those available, discipline in 
the Navy at this time is excellent 11 every way. ‘There 
could be no better proof of that than the conduct of the 
enlisted men of the North Atlantic Fleet during their 
recent stay in the port of New York. The circum- 
stances attending their visit were such as usually lead 
to infractions of discipline, but the behavior of the men, 
on ship as well as on shore, while they were entertain- 
ing the thousands of men from the ships of the British 
Squadron, was most exemplary. As fer the efficiency 
of the men, it has been abundantly proved in every tour 
of target practice in the last year, and will, we have no 
doubt, be still further exemplified in the forthcoming 
winter maneuvers. ‘The Navy needs more ofticers— 
there can be no doubt about that—but the suggestion 
that the discipline of the Service is suffering because of 
that need is entirely misleading. It is to the enduring 
credit of the Navy that, notwithstanding its embarras- 
sing shortage of commissioned officers, the general con- 
cition of the enlisted personnel was never higher than 
at present. <A striking example of the uniform good 
conduct of American bluejackets was cited in these 
columns last week in an indorsement by Rear Admical 
Colby M.~» Chester, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. 
Minneapolis, on the report of Chaplain Bellows concern- 
ing the visit of forty-six enlisted men from that ship to 
the Vatican, where they were received by the Pope. 
“The excellent conduct of the crew of the Minneapolis 
on this and every other occasion,” says Admiral Chester, 
“has deserved the highest praise,” and his words express 
the sentiment of virtually every commanding officer in 
the Navy.

Gen. Charles If, Humphrey, 
Q.M.G., U.S.A., is that a central office be established in 
Washington for the adjustment of railroad transportation 
accounts relating to the Army. This office should be 
in charge of a quartermaster who would be a_ dis- 
bursing officer of quartermaster funds, whose duty it 
should be to facilitate the settlement of accounts with 
railway companies, and simplify the paper work relating 
to military transportation. It is worth recalling here 
that the Association of Railway Accounting Officers, in 
convention two or three years ago, recommended the 
establishment of “a central office for the settlement of 
War Department transportation matters,” on essentially 
the same lines now suggested by General Humphrey, but 
nothing came of the recommendation. General Hum- 
phrey believes that the railway companies would heartily 
indorse the creation of such an office, and suggests that 
excellent quarters for it could be had in the abandoned 
building of the Signal Corps at Fort Myer, Va. “One 
advantage to be gained by the establishment of the pro- 
posed office,’ says the Quartermaster General, “would 
be to relieve the Treasury from the necessity of placing 
considerable sums to the credit of quartermasters at the 
various offices where these accounts are now settled in 
order to provide for contingencies. With a central office 
in Washington funds need only to be provided to meet 
the accounts examined and passed upon. What is, how- 
ever, of the greatest importance to this office, under the 
present reduced appropriations and restrictions as to 
creating deficiencies, is to know the state of its appro- 
priations from day to day, and under the system now in 
force it is impossible to do this to any degree of cer- 
tainty with the Army transportation funds, There is 
now no means of knowing the accounts remaining to be 
settled, through not being presented, awaiting adjust- 
ment of differences or various other reasons.”

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Brig. Gen. George H. Burton, I.G., U.S.A., in his an- 
nual report, from which we have already quoted at 
length, pays a high tribute to the efficiency and business- 
like methods of the Subsistence Department of the 
Army, the high reputation of which, he says, was fully 
maintained by its transactions during the year under 
review. After a careful study of reports from various 
sources, General Burton recommends that the following 
articles be added to the regular list of stores to be kept 
for sale to officers and enlisted men in the United States: 
Listerine, taleum powder, damask towels, razors, shaving 
brushes, canned string beans, canned asparagus, canned 


French peas, canned cherries, and strawberry preserves. 
The Inspector General also awards deserved praise to 
the administration of the Pay Department, which, he 
points out, handled and disbursed large sums of money 
with admirable fidelity and accuracy, and in full ac- 
cordance with the laws and regulations governing such 
payments. “So far as inspection reports show,” says 
General Burton, “there was only one instance of com- 
plaint during the year against any officer of the depart- 
meiit. This was a case of the misuse of public funds on 
the part of a paymaster, which was the subject of a 
special investigation by an officer of the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, followed by the prompt court-mar- 
tialing of the offending officer and his dismissal from the 
Service. ‘The admirable methods of accounting in use 
in the Pay Department render almost certain the swift 
detection of defaleation or malfeasance.”

What the territorial expansion of the United States 
has meant in the matter of travel required of American 
otlicials is strikingly illustrated in the case of our worthy 
Secretary of War. That able and amiable gentleman 
and accomplished statesman, since he became Governor 
of the Philippine Islands, May 24, 1900, has traveled 
100,000 miles in pursuance of his official duties. Of the 
time required for his journeyings three hundred and 
sixty days have been spent at sea and six full weeks for 
travel in railway trains. In the course of his first trip 
to the Philippines, says the Boston Transcript, reporting, 
in part, 2 personal interview, Secretary Taft made a 
journey of 5,500 miles around the islands, establishing 
provincial governments. Lis original trip out by way 
of Shanghai and Hong Kong must be counted as nearly 
12,000 miles. He came back to the United States iu 
poor health, but was able to cover several thousand 
miles on the mainland here. He went back by way of 
Rome, conferring with the Pope on the friar land ques- 
tion. He came home to become Secretary of War. He 
went to Panama to straighten out a_ disturbance there. 
He went to the Philippines in what is popularly known 
as the “Alice Roosevelt party,’? but which was really in 
keeping with a promise made when he left the islands, 
and was really implied in the Congressional legislation 
offering the Filipinos a legislative assembly, in which 
they might talk, two years after they should be officially 
declared at peace. 





In discussing the project of an Army reserve it shouid 
be kept in mind that we stake the issue on volunteers in 
time of war, in spite of the fact that those are the costliest 
of all armies. We constantly mistake military resources for 
inilitary strength, although recent events have shown that 
a small but thoroughly prepared nation like Japan is 
more powerful in the field than a large but unprepared 
one like Russia—and war finds us with two enemies to 
handle, the foreign foe in front and the domestic enemy 
of unpreparedness in the rear. There is no evidence that 
we are prepared to abandon our traditional policy of 
trusting to luck, and consequently the prospect of legisla- 
tion to create an Army reserve, desirable as it might be, 
is exceedingly slight. This is the view of many of the 
leading non-military journals, including the New Orleans 
Picayune, which, in the course of an admirable article on 
the project of a reserve, says: “Even were Congress to 
enact a law providing for a Federal reserve the scheme 
would nevertheless prove a failure, for the very good rea- 
son that the average American could not be induced to 
take upon himself the obligation involved for the small 
retaining fee that is contemplated. ‘The present Dick 
law provides for a reserve of commissioned officers. The 
Army fondly hoped that this provision would develop 
large numbers of men desirous of qualifying as reserve 
ofhicers. As a matter of fact, the plan has been a dead 
failure. The fact is that a reserve without the conscript 
system is a visionary scheme that would only prove mis- 
leading by giving the Army thousands of men on paper 
who would utterly fail to materialize when needed.”

Governor-elect: Guild, of Massachusetts, in appoint- 





‘ing his staff, has set an example which is ‘heartily com- 


mended to the governors of other States. Every one of 
the nineteen gentlemen he has assigned to staff duty has 
held a commission in the regular, volunteer or militia 
service, as we stated last week, and several have had 
practical experience in the operations of actual war. The 
result is that Governor Guild, himself a veteran of the 
Spanish War, in which he made an enviable record, will 
have at command the advice and co-operation of a staff 
whose members are exceptionally qualified to promote the 
practical development of the militia interests of Massa- 
chusetts, and bring them into still closer relationship 
with the regular Service. Governor Guild keenly appre- 
ciates the desirability of a more intimate association of 
the militia with the Army, and the personnel of his 
staff, which we published last week, shows that he has 
adopted the best possible means to accomplish that re- 
sult. We can wish the militia interests of the country 
no better fortune than that Governor Guild’s example 
may be followed by the governors of other States.

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One cannot contemplate the present state of affairs 
concerning the Panama canal project without a certain 
amount of misgiving as to the wisdom and usefulness 
of the present organization of the enterprise. The Ad- 
visory Board of Engineers has declared in favor of a 
sea-level canal, while all the American members of that 
body except Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., and 
Prof. W. H. Burr are said to favor a canal with locks. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft are regarded as 
favoring a locked canal, and it is intimated that the sea- 
level plan recommended by the advisory board, which is 
composed largely of foreign engineers, will be rejected 
by the Panama Canal Commission. The confusion aris- 
ing from this conflict of opinion as to canal types is 
likely to be still further aggravated when the financial 
needs of the enterprise are presented to Congress. The 
funds still available for canal work amount to less than 
$1,000,000, but contracts now in existence will require 
an expenditure of fully $9,000,000 by June 30, 1906. 
To that total must be added a pay roll of more than 
$600,000 a month, the situation being that unless Con- 
gress at its forthcoming session appropriates about 
$16,000,000 to be imniediately available, the whole canal 
project will be seriously embarr: There is already 
much talk to the effect that Congress will have many 
questions to ask, and that an investigation may be 


ssed. 





ordered to find out what has been accomplished thus far. 
There is danger, indeed, that with the type of canal still 
undetermined, the manner of its construction, whether 
by the Government or by contract, still undecided, and 
the subsistence of the workmen employed still to be ad- 
justed, there will be a heavy waste of time in Congres- 
sional debate and a consequent delay in canal construc- 
tion. Manifestly the situation is far from satisfactory, 
and the outlook anything but encouraging.

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has stated in 
an opinion given by him to the Secretary of War that 
once a garrison court has been convened and assumed jur- 





isdiction of a case, its judgment, within the scope of its 
power, is a lawful one. The convening of the court, says 
General Davis, may be a breach of regulations, but this 
does not nullify its jurisdiction or invalidate a judgment 
it may render. In this opinion General Davis says that 
it is clearly the intent of the law that the summary court, 


since its punishing power has been increased, shall when- 
ever possible be used instead of the garrison or regimental- 
court, Existing regulations so interpret the law, and the 
new edition of the Manual for Courts-Martial, which has 
the foree of regulations, says: “A garrison court-martial 
may be convened under the following circumstances: (a) 
Where the accused, not being an enlisted man or a general 
prisoner, is not subject to the jurisdiction of a summary 
court, although he is subject to the jurisdiction of other 
inferior courts-martial. (b) In case the accused before 
trial refuses to consent in writing to trial by summary 
court, the case being one which a summary court cannot, 
under these circumstances, adequately punish. (¢c) When 
the accused, being a non-commissioned officer, objects to 
trial by summary court.”

Quite naturally, of course, the recent unfortunate af- 
fair at the Naval Academy involving the accidental 
death of a midshipman, has caused a vast amount of 
loose talk among persons unfamiliar with real conditions 
at Annapolis and West Point, with the result that Con- 
gress will doubtless be confronted with many ill-consider- 
ed bills relating to both academies. Representative 
Butler, of Pennsylvania, has already prepared a_ bill 
which, it is gravely announced, will prohibit hazing in 
both institutions and will ask that the measure be enacted 
without delay. Evidently, Mr. Butler is not aware that 
hazing, in the commonly accepted meaning of the term, 
is no Jonger induiged in either at Annapolis or West 
Point. Official boards of visitors have reported that 
hazing has been done away with at both institutions, and 
the authorities of the academies have repeatedly pointed 
out that the practice has been abandoned. In spite of 
that fact, however, Congress will probably be called upon 
to enact various measures, all more or less ridiculous, 
relating to discipline and custom at the two academies, 
though we trust the legislative authorities will understand 
that the subject is one in the consideration of which it 
is light, not heat, that is required. We would suggest 
that if any bill, undertaking to regulate private quarrels 
in or out of public institutions, comes before Congress, it 
will be only just to exclude from voting upon it all mem- 
bers who are not able to affirm that in their school days 
they were never guilty of engaging in a fist fight. ‘Let 
him that is without sin among you cast the first stone.”

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In reply to the suggestion that the crime of desertion 
from the Army and Navy might be diminished by so- 
cially and politically ostracizing such offenders, a cor- 
respondent writes to protest that the enlisted men of 
both Services are already ostracized, and that consequent- 
ly the suggestion is pointless. ‘Nobody knows,” he adds, 
“what a sensitive man has to suffer from the undisguised 
contempt in which two-thirds of the American people 
hold the wearers of the uniforms of their Army and Navy. 
Respectable hotels decline to receive us; theaters have 
barred us out; on trains and steamboats we are treated 
with neglect and brutality; and we can hardly find a 
shelter for our heads. And it is this pitiless, unending 
social ostracism which a man in the American uniform 
endures at the hands of his fellow Americans that is the 
chief, ineradicable source of desertion in the Army and 
Navy. It is not our treatment in the Service that makes 
us desert, but the treatment we receive from people in 
civil life because we are in the Service. If the Govern- 
ment can mend this, and get the general public to treat us 
with more fairness, desertions will practically cease; for 
let me say again, and still again, that the true cause of 
all the innumerable desertions is the unrest engendered 
by the feeling that a man upon enlisting becomes a so- 
cial pariah.”

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Lieut. Col. C. J. Crane, U.S.A., Military Secretary, 
Northern Division, under the direction of Major General 
Weston, commanding the division in an official communi- 
cation dated Nov. 16 relative to the transfer of a soldier 
from one organization to another, issues the following in- 
structions: “When a soldier applies for transfer to an- 
other organization he should be required to give in his 
letter all his previous service, including date of present 
enlistment, and a statement as to whether or not he is 
married, and number of children living—if any. He 
should also, where change of station is requested, state 
whether or not he has sufficient funds to defray cost of 
transportation to the desired new station. The soldier's 
company, troop, or battery commander, should in his in- 
dorsement forwarding the paper, say whether or not the 
soldier’s statements are true, and he should in addition 
give information as to the soldier’s character, his physical 
condition, the condition of his money accountability with 
the Government, and any other information bearing on 
the ease which higher authority should possess in deter- 
mining whether or not the transfer should be granted. 
The company commander should satisfy himself that* the 
soldier has the necessary funds as stated, not accepting as 
a matter of course the soldier’s statement to that effect.”

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DOES NOT WISH TO BE CHIEF OF STAFF. 


It will be observed from the letter which follows that 
ihe request from General Corbin, concerning his assign- 
ment to duty as Chief of Staff, to which we have referred, 
was presented over three months ago during the visit of 
the Secretary of War to Manila: 

Manila, P.I., Aug. 12, 1905. 
llon. William H. Taft, Secretary of War, Manila. 

My Dear Mr. Secretary:—My promotion to the 
eyade of lieutenant general being imminent, I take ad- 
vantage of it to place before the President and yourself 
« suggestion which, if adopted, will, in my judgment, 
contribute to the efficiency of the military service. lL 
iappen to know that it was not intended by the framers 
of the law providing for a Chief of Staff that the lieu- 
‘enant general should necessarily be assigned to this 
iuty. On the contrary, it was considered exceptional that 
he would be. 

It was no more intended that it should be “Lieutenant 

‘oneral, Chief of Staff’ than it should be ‘““Major Gen- 
oral, Chief of Staff.’ Indeed, the law provides that the 
President may make the selection from the grade of 
isrigadier General. More than one of our military 
divisions afford a command fully commensurate with the 
rank of Lieutenant General. In other than an excep- 
“ional ease, the officer holding this grade should exercise 
command rather than staff duty. 

As a rule, in the very nature of things, the grade 
would go to men nearing the end of their active service, 
argely as a reward for service already done. In the 
exercise of command such an officer would be of more 
value to the Army than in any staff duty which must 
he limited to a brief térm of service. : 

The probabilities of the immediate future make it best 
‘hat the duties of Chief of Staff should go to an officer 
{ less rank than the senior General Officer and whose 
yeriod of service shall extend at least to the end of the 
\dministration by which he has been appointed. The 
nain requirement of the position is to prepare plans for 
‘he national defense and a state of preparedness to 
meet the emergencies of war. This no less than other 
important requirements of the office cannot be. met by 
anyone, however able and willing, without more time than 
ean possibly be mine to serve. To meet the just and 
reasonable expectations of the President and yourself, 
1 sufficient period of service is the first qualification to be 
possessed by a Chief of Staff. 

For many reasons you can appreciate I should deem 
it a very great honor and a personal satisfaction to serve 
as Chief of Staff, but convinced as I am that one with 
a longer tenure should be given the assignment, I lay 
aside personal preferences to the greater efficiency of the 
Army. I beg, therefore, that on succeeding to the grade 
of Lieutenant General, I be assigned to whatever com- 
mand you may consider for the good of the Service, and 
that some officer younger than I be appointed Chief of 
Staff. 

In conveying this request to you, and through you to 
the President, I should be unmindful of the feelings deep- 
est in my heart if I did not at the same time acknowl- 
odge with a lively sense of appreciation the many kind- 
nesses and evidences of confidence received at your hands, 
and for which I desire to thank you both most cordial-

TO ORGANIZE A MILITARY RESERVE. 

Under date of Nov. 4, the Military Secretary, by di- 
rection of the Secretary of War and upon the recom- 
mendation of the General Staff, wrote a letter to the 
Adjutants General of all the States and Territories 
and of the District of Columbia asking for suggestions 
in connection with the plan of the War Department 
{o organize a military reserve. Already the General 
Staff has received many replies to this letter, some of 
which contain interesting suggestions. The letter fol- 





lows: 

Sm:—The Army War College has been directed to 
inquire into the feasibility of a plan looking to the or- 
ganization of a militia reserve, having for its object to 
promote rapid recruitment to required war strength 
and of trained instructed men of militia organizations 
desiring to be received as such into the Service of the 
United States. . . 

It is obvious that fundamentally any plan which will 
meet the conditions of the problem must be one for re- 
taining control over suitable men discharged from the 
militia service by such affiliation with their respective 
organizations through a period of reserve service as 
shall make it obligatory on men so affiliated to re-ente1 
the ranks as the organization desires to present itself 
as a unit for incorporation in the United States forces. 
It is equally apparent that no scheme of affiliation can be 
considered which does not take into account many con- 
ditions peculiar to militia organizations and their rela- 
tions to the State governments, conditions and relations 
which are indispensable to the existence of our militia 
system as now developed. For these reasons it is the 
opinion of the War College direction that the views of 
representative militia officers throughout the country 
should be obtained and should be made the basis of the 
discussion. , 

The object of this communication is to request that you 
will personally, or through qualified officers of your com- 
mand, consider the question of the organization of a 
reserve on the lines above suggested, and recommend 
such a system as will, in your opinion, be. effective as 
applied to the miltia of your state and will, in the degree 
necessary to success, be acceptable to the authorities 
and militia organizations thereof. To secure uniformity 
in the scope of these reports which is necessary to their 
proper comparison, it is suggested that the following 
points be expressly considered : ; 

(a) What term of service in the militia should pre- 
cede enlistment in reserve? 

(b) What should be the term of enlistment in the re- 
serve? 

(c) What should be the maximum age of reserve enlist- 
ment? 

(d) Flow and when should the reserve be called out 
and especially would it be practicable to call, out re- 
servists to join the command in case it participates in 
ceneral exercises or maneuvers? 

(e) What rights, if any, may reservists retain in the 
usufruct and enjoyment of property belonging to the 
organizations and of property belonging to the State 
and given into the control of the organizations? 

(f) Whaf inducements could your State offer, not com- 
mitting the State to any offer, to encourage reserve ser- 
vice? 

(g) What inducements, in your opinion, could the 


United States offer, with the same object and without 
additional legislation? 

(h) What inducements could the United States offer 
by additional legislation in the way of privileges and ex- 
emptions not involving appropriations? 

(i) In how many years would the discharge of fit men, 
marksmanship especially considered, produce a reserve 
sufficient to bring the organization up to war strength as 
provided in the United States Field Service Regula- 
tions? 





THE STORY OF A NAVY HERO. 
In a paper read before the Wisconsin Commandery, 


-M.O.L.L., Oct. 4, 1905, Rev. Joseph W. Sanderson, D.D., 
told the story of the exploits during the Civil War of ° 


Lieut. William B. Cushing, U.S.N., closing with the ac- 
count of Cushing’s destruction of the Confederate ram 
Albemarle, Oct. 27, 1864. To this narrative may be 
added a statement of the fact that previous to under- 
taking his dangerous adventure, Cushing spent some time 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard studying for his part, ma- 
nipulating the ropes he intended to use for signaling, 
ete. William Barker Cushing was one of three brothers, 
all of whom distinguished themselves by exceptional gal- 
lantry. Alonzo Heresford Cushing, first lieutenant, 4th 
U.S. Art., and brevet lieutenant colonel, U.S.A., was 
killed July 8, 1863, at Gettysburg, at the point known 
as the high tide of the Rebellion when, wounded to 
death and with all of his men shot down, he, lying on 
the prolong of a gun, gathered his last remaining strength 
to fire another charge from his double-shotted gun into 
the face of the advancing army. A third brother, if we 
remember right, was Howard B. Cushing, who served 
gallantly during the Civil War, and afterwards dis- 
tinguished himself as an Indian fighter, and was killed 
May 5, 1871, in a battle with the Apaches. The mother 
of the Cushing was, as Dr. Sanderson surmises, a 
woman of noble type, from whom her heroic sons might 
well have derived the qualities that distinguished them. 
Dr. Sanderson’s account of the destruction of the Albe- 
matrle is as follows: 


The Albemarle was an _ ironclad of tremendous 
strength, which had already defeated the whole Federai 
fleet, sunk the Southfield, exploded the boiler of the 
Sassacus, engaged nine foes at once without danger to 
herself, forced the surrender of a brigade, and the aban- 
donment of the whole region of the Roanoke by the 
Federal forces. The government having no jron-clads 
eapable of crossing Hatteras bar and encountering her, 
all its operations in that section were rendered practically 
useless by the Albemarle’s presence there, and the expense 
of the squadron necessary to keep watch upon her move- 
ments was something enormous. 

In this emergency, Lieutenant Cushing submitted two 
plans to Admiral Lee for the ram’s destruction. The 
admiral approved of one of them, and sent its projector 
to Washington to lay it before the Secretary of the 
Navy, who, though at first a little doubtful of its merits. 
finally authorized Cushing to procure the means to carry 
it into execution. He immediately purchased in New 
York two open launches, each abovt thirty feet long, 
fitted with a small engine and propelled by a _ screw, 
carrying a howitzer, and provided with a long boom that 
swung by a hinge, which could be raised or lowered at 
will, and which had a torpedo in the groove at its further 
extremity. These boats were taken down through the 
canals to the Chesapeake, one of them being lost on the 
way, and the other reaching the sounds at last through 
cuts and creeks and an infinitude of toils, hinderances 
and ruses, 

Joining the fleet, which hay at the mouth of the river, 
the lieutenant disclosed his object to his men, assuring 
them not only that they must not expect, but they must 
not hope, to return, for death was almost inevitable, 
and then called for volunteers. They all stood by him 
and six others presently joined them, Asst. Paymr. Frank 
Swan and Mr. Howorth, who had often accompanied 
him on his most reckless adventures, being of the number. 
The Albemarle lay moored at the Plymouth wharf, eight 
miles up the river, both banks of which were lined with 
batteries, and held by several thousand soldiers, while, 
at some distance up, that portion of the wreck of the 
Southfield which still lay above water was occupied by 
a picket guard, whose duty it was to throw rockets on the 
first alarm, for, unknown to the attacking party, rumor 
of the intended endeavor had, by seme mysterious way, al- 
ready reached the Plymouth authorities, and every pro- 
vision had been made for their reception. However, on 
the night of the 27th of October, the little launch en- 
tered the Roanoke River, her engine at low pressure, to 
make the least noise possible, left behind all obstruc- 
tions, passed within thirty feet of the unsuspicious picket 
on the Southfield, and approached the wharf where the 
ram lay, a vast black mass in the darkness. 

Greatly emboldened by this success, the lieutenant for 
a moment resolved to change his plan, and knowing the 
town perfectly, to put in shore and trust to the effect of 
a night surprise, with which he was so well acquainted, 
overpower those on board, get the vessel into the stream 
before the forts could be aroused, and fight the batteries 
with her on her way down. But just as he was about 
to carry this sudden plan into execution, a ery from 
the ram rang out sharply on the night, repeated on every 
side, followed by the instantaneous booming of the great 
guns from ship and shore; and returning no answer, 
the lieutenant put on all steam and made for the Albe- 
marle. 

At the same moment an immense bonfire of pine-knots 
and turpentine blazed up on the bank, most fortunately 
for him, since it revealed directly the untoward fact that 
a boom of logs extended around the ram in all directions 
to guard her from torpedoes, which, for one second, seem- 
ed an insurmountable obstacle. Only for one second, 
though. With the next the lieutenant had given orders 
to sheer off across the stream, so as to get room for ac- 
quiring headway and carrying his launch by the force 
of its own impetus straight across the boom, though it 
never could get out again, he knew. As they turned, a 
volley of buckshot tore away the whole back of his coat 
and the sole of his shoes, and the man by his side fell 
lifeless. Before the volley could be repeated the launch 
had struck the boom, was over, and was forging up 
under the Albemarle’s quarter, directly beneath the 
mouth of a rifle-gun, and so close that the merest whisper 
on board the ram, where they were endeavoring to bring 
the gun to bear, could be distinctly heard. 

That must have been a terrifically exciting momenc 
to those on that little launch, with the vast mountain 
of iron towering above them, the fire-lit mass of foes on 


the shore, and triumph and eternity in the next moment. 
Lieutenant Cushing stood at the bow of the launch, 
with several lines before him: one of these lines was 
attached to the howitzer, one to the ankle of the engineer, 
one to the officer who was to lower the boom carrying 
the torpedo, one was that by means of which the torpedo 
was to be slid under the ram, another was the exploding 
line, which should pull away a pin and let a grape-shot 
fall, just as the rifle-gun went off—and the rebel ram and 
the launch went up together, and columns of water shot 
up and fell again, heavy with dead and dying. 

Just as Lieutenant Cushing pulled the exploding line 
he had cried out to his men to save themselves, and, 
throwing off arms and heavy garments, had struck out 
into the water. The surface was being ripped up with 
shot, boats were already out picking up the wounded, 
and dying men were going down with gurgling groans 
around him ; but he boldly made for the other bank, 
and was just reaching it when he heard the voice of one 
of his own men in a sinking state, and turned to relieve 
if. possible, one who had shared such peril with him. 
Finding the man, he supported him with one arm and 
kept him afloat for several minutes, when all at once 
he went down, leaving the lieutenant alone, on the water 
swimming with faint strokes, with what seemed in- 
terminable distances before him, but so firmly resolved to 
escape that, perhaps, after voluntary power was expended 
the muscular motion still continued mechanically, and 
carried him at last to shore, where he fell, with his fect 
still in the water, and lay, not more than half conscious 
till morning, when the bright invigorating sunshine show. 
ed him that he had gained a piece of swamp not far from 
pe ple ste Ng go whence he could see the angry 
and excited town, with a curious se yer i 
midst of all his weakness. <i aiaeorenin ia 

The sentinel, meanwhile, was walking his round on 

the parapet, and in order to make any shelter it was 
necessary to rise and_run for it the moment his back was 
turned. Doing so, Cushing was obliged, at the instant 
the sentinel turned about again, to drop where he was 
between two paths of the tall grass, which partially 
sheltered him, since being covered with mud from head to 
foot, he was hardly distinguishable from the soil, as he 
presently found when a party of men came down one of 
the paths and passed so near him as almost to tread on 
his arm without discovering him. Know ag that it would 
be impossible to remain there safely any length of time 
he lay on his back, planted his elbow and his heel firmly 
in the ground, and thus hitched himself slowly along till 
he gained the cypress swamp, a mass of bog and brier 
through which, barefooted, bareheaded, and barehanded, 
he had to force a path till the blood flowed from his in- 
numerable wounds and bruises. Entering at last a clear- 
ing, a fresh danger appeared, in the shape of a group of 
soldiers, behind whom he had to pass at a distance of 
twenty yards, creeping through a corn furrow. 
_ He was now in the outskirts of a wood and encounter- 
ing an old negro he gave him a piece of money, which he 
had chanced to retain about him, and sent him back to 
town to bring him news of what had happened there 
over night ; for he wished to be sure that he had done the 
work there thoroughly before making any more effort to 
get back to his ship; and famished, exhausted, and with 
every nerve strung to its utmost tension, it seemed to 
him that if he had failed he did not care to get back at 
all. \ ibrating, in his suspense, between a fear that the 
man might betray him and a confidence that he would 
not, Cushing rested there till the messenger came back 
bringing him news of the complete destruction of the 
rebel ram, and he plunged gayly into another swamp, 
so dense that he could only direct himself by the sun, 
emerging from its tall reeds and brambles, a couple of 
hours past noon, upon one of the deep and narrow creeks 
that wind in and out through all those regions, exactly 
opposite a fresh detachment of soldiers on the other bank 
and who, as fate willed it, had a little skiff made of four 
or five rough boards, with the seams pitched with tar, 
“toggled to the root of an old cypress tree that squirmed 
like a snake into the inky water,” as he described it. 
Lying in wait in the dense greenery and shade till the 
men went back to their rude meal, he gently slipped 
between the reeds and slid into the water, swimming 
softly till he reached the skiff, loosened it, pushed it be- 
fore him round the first curve, when he clambered in 
and paddled away for dear life; paddled all day, into 
sunset, into twilight, into starlight—such starlight as‘ 
sifted down through the shadows of the swamp and the 
cypress-lined and moss-hung banks of the creek. 

At last he was in the Roanoke, at last in the open 
water of the sound, where a swell would have swamped 
the frail skiff, but where the night was singularly still 
and soft—though, as it was, he was obliged to paddle 
all upon one side to keep his boat on the course which 
he laid for himself by the stars. When he came, after a 
weary while, in sight of the picket vessel of the fleet, and, 
after what seemed a longer and still wearier while, within 
hail, he gave his “Ship ahoy!” and dropped, gasping, 
benumbed, and half dead, into the bottom of the boat. 
But immediately on his hail the vessel had slipped her 
cable, and had got out her boats to take measures against 
an infernal machine, firmly convinced that the skiff was 
a piece of retaliation on the part of the rebels, and, in 
response to his asserting that he was Lieutenant Cush- 
ing, loudly assuring him that Lieutenant Cushing was no 
longer in existence: and it was still some time before he 
found himself on board, refreshed, clothed, and in his 
right mind, and on the way to the flagship, where, in 
honor of his return, rockets were thrown up and all 
hands called to cheer ship even before the success of his 
expedition was announced. And for once valor had its 
due acknowledgment and reward. 

We may have our own temple of Fame for those who 
so greatly enrich the land with their high heroism—and 
that their name and their fame be not quite lost to the 
future, I give you to cherish this gallant spirit, who by 
every test, and by all comparison, was bravest among 
the brave—Lieut. William B. Cushing, of the United 
States Navy.

The military authorities recommend an addition of 
eight or ten regiments to the British cavalry. At a recent 
lecture General Baden-Powell stated that the Germans 
now realize that cavalry are required more than ever, and 
therefore twenty-eight new squadrons are being added, 
bringing up the proportion of cavalry as compared with 
infantry to about five squadrons to every six battalions. 
rhe General said that France had about three squadrons 
to every five battalions, and Russia seven squadrons to 
every twelve battalions, while the English proportion is 
nine squadrons to twenty-two battalions. Hereafter, it 
is argued, cavalry armed with the long-range rifle and 
accompanied by their machine guns, will be a force ca- 
pable of acting independently, combining the qualities of 
the two arms, and constituting a force which is practi- 
cally new in warfare. 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


An interesting addition to the literature of the Civil 
War appears in “Recollections of a Confederate Staff 
Officer,” by Gen. G. Moxley Sorel (Neale Publishing 
Company, New York, $2.00). The author of this hand- 
some volume, who, at various times, served as Chief of 
Staff, Longstreet’s First Army Corps, and as Brigadier 
yeneral Commanding Sorel’s Brigade, A. P. Hill’s Third 
Army Corps, Army of Northern Virginia, has not made 
any attempt to write a connected history of the stirring 
campaigns in which he participated, but he certainly 
has produced a narrative of personal experience in the 
field, on the march and in battle crowned in turn by vic- 
tory and defeat, which every veteran of the great conflict 
will read with keen delight. General Sorel was a highly 
capable and chivalrous officer, and his services brought 
him into close contact with Lee, Longstreet, Early, Jeb 
Stuart, A. P. Hill, Van Dorn, Polk, Mahone, and other 
noted Confederate leaders, all of whom figure in his 
reminiscences. The author writes with strength, facility, 
grace and manifest fairness, and his work deserves and 
will surely receive the careful attention of earnest stu- 
dents of the history of the war to which it relates. 

It is an interesting circumstance that while the British 
expedition to Tibet has brought into the foreground cer- 
tain questions of world politics the settlement of which 
no man can foresee, it has remained for a former officer 
of the United States Army, Oscar Terry Crosby, late 
first lieutenant, C.E., U.S.A., to present the first clear in- 
sight into the conditions from which those questions 
have arisen. This he has done in an admirably considered 
work, “Tibet and Turkestan” (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
New York, $2.50), which embodies a singularly clear and 
unbiased discussion of the British undertaking and the 
policies by which it was guided, as well as a story of 
travel through the vast region ranging from the Caspian 
Sea through Turkestan to the Tibetan plateau, which is 
as fascinating as any romance. Mr. Crosby is an en- 
thusiastic traveler, a keen observer and a graphic writer, 
who has the art of describing things as he found them. 
No recent book of travels is more fascinating or more 
valuable than his. 

Brig. Gen. Charles King, U.S. Vols.. whose stories 
are invariably clever, wholesome and helpful, has_per- 
formed a double service in his latest work, “‘A Soldier’s 
Trial” (The Hobart Company, New York), for he has 
woven into a dainty love story of Army life a study of 
the canteen issue, which amounts to a convincing indict- 
ment against the present unwise system of conducting 
Army post exchanges. As usual, General King has 
peopled his romance with real human beings whose mo- 
tives, manners, virtves and vices are true to life, and 
the plot and action through which they move are all so 
plausible and so absorbing that the reader is almost 
startled to realize at the end that the whole narrative 
is only a story, after all. General King’s fidelity to Army 
tradition, his sympathy for the soldier, and his power 
to re-create the military atmosphere for romantic pur- 
poses have never been more vividly exemplified than in 
this capital story. Note this vivid passage referring to 
the abolition of the canteen: “And then again after a 
few years of peace, prosperity and contentment, good 
order and discipline, after the man whose monument is 
inscribed, ‘The Soldiers’ Friend,’ his good work finished, 
was gathered to his fathers, the resultant years of thought 
and experiment were overthrown in a day. <A congress 
of women overmastered a congress of men. Exit the 
eanteen; re-enter the grog-shop, the hell and the hog- 
ranch.” 

In a dainty volume entitled, ‘The Romance 
Milky Way” (Tloughton, Mifflin and Company. 
$1.25), the world receives all the

Soston, 
writings of the la- 


mented Lafeadio Hearn that remained unpublished in 
-book form when he died, Sept, 24, 1904. For those 
familiar with his more pretentious work—if the term 


pretentious may be applied to the writings of a man 
whose modesty was almost morbid—the present volume 
possesses a charm which is at once indescribable and 
irresistible. Its contents consist of seven stories and 
studies, including his absorbing disquisition on Spencer's 
“Ultimate Questions,” together with the exquisite story 
of the Milky Way and several others interpretative of 
the spiritual and intellectual life of Japan. One chapter 
of the work, “A Letter from Japan,” is of immediate 
human interest in that it describes with sympathy and 
force the manner in which the Japanese people conducted 
themselves during the stress of the war with Russia. 

A quaint addition to esoteric literature appears in “A 
Woman's Confessional” (Life Publishing Company, New 
York, 75 cents), the author of which signs herself, 
“Helena Waljeska,” which is not the only thing about 
the book that will puzzle the reader. It is a book of epi- 
gram, morbidity, skepticism, satire and real wit. One is 
told that it is the journal of a woman who was born 
of a distinguished family in Vienna. Her life is earried 
from here to the western part of America and through 
various vicissitudes to studio life in one of the. larger 
cities—presumably New York. The book reveals her in- 
most thoughts, some bitter, some loving, some passionate, 
some sad, but all carrying with them intrinsic evidence 
of their verity. 

The “Broadbent Treasures of the Poets” (Broadbent 
Press, Philadelphia, 10 cents each), are exquisitely print- 
ed booklets of verse from favorite authors and consist 
of “A Treasury of Love.” “A Treasury of Consolation,” 
“An Emerson Treasury,” and “A Russell Lowell Treas- 
ury.”’ 

It has been said, and with much warrant in fact, 
that the early days of the petroleum industry in Western 
Pennsylvania were as exciting and as full of romance as 
the pioneer days of the mining industry of the golden 
west. There seems to have been an impression, how- 
ever, that oi and romance won’t mix, but to those who 
entertain that notion we heartily commend ‘The Divining 
Rod,” by Francis Newton Thorpe (Little, Brown and 
Company, Boston, $1.50). This is a vigorous. realistic 
story of the oil fields in their early days, dealing with 
the discovery, development, and exploitation of oil. The 
lust for gain. unserupulous methods to acquire wealth, 
the squeezing out of small concerns by larger ones by 
so-called “legitimate methods” form much of the pith 
and marrow of the story. The seamy side of the oil 
enterprise is laid bare in a manner to command interest 
from the start, and there is added a story of home life 
and family devotion which lightens up the somberness of 
the picture ef man’s love of money. 

Closely following the recent visit of Henry James 
to the United States, Houghton, Mifflin and Company, 
of Boston, have published, in beautiful form, a collec- 
tion of his earlier papers—some of them written thirty 
years ago—which many of the author’s admirers will 
recognize as the best examples of his style and method. 


In this handsome volume, “English Hours” (price, $3.00), 
Mr. James has brought together sixteen. essays and 
studies of English life and character in city and country 
which disclose the author in his most companionable 
mood—unaffected, enthusiastic, impressionable and quite 
free of the critical, not to say pedantic habit, which he 
has since acquired. In re-reading certain of these grace- 
ful papers one recalls the real Henry James, the Ameri- 
can, sincere, amiable, and un-Anglicized. The author, 
in a prefatory note, explains that one purpose in re- 
publishing these studies was that they might enjoy the 
advantage of association with the illustrations with which 
Mr. Joseph Pennell has embellished the volume. It is 
but fair to add that Mr. Pennell’s pictures are superb 
and fully worthy of even Mr. James’s approbation. 


Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith’s latest volume, “The Wood 
Fire in No. 3” (Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, 
$1.50), is characteristic in every way. It contains nine 
short stories told in the author’s cheeriest, breeziest 
manner, and each has its own vein of humor and philoso- 
phy. The character and atmosphere of the series cannot 
be better indicated than by quoting the author’s “word of 
welcome”: “To those of you who love an easy chair, 
a mug, pipe, and a story; to whom a well-swept hearth 
is a delight and the cheery crackle of hickory logs a 
joy; the touch of whose elbows sends a thrill through 
responsive hearts and whose genial talk but knits the 
circle the closer—as well as those gentler spirits who are 
content to listen—how rare they are! do I repeat Sandy 
MacWhirter’s hearty invitation: ‘Draw up, draw up! 
By the gods, but I’m glad to see you! Geta pipe. The 
tobacco is in the yellow jar.’”—The Hearth, October, 
1905. 

Social life in Washington is the environment of an 
interesting novel by Ella Middleton T'ybout, ‘“‘The Wife 
of the Secretary of State’ (J. B. Lippincott Company, 
Philadelphia, $1.50), which is correctly described as “a 
story of mystery, intrigue, and love.” The characters 
that figure in the romance represent well known persons 
in Washington, though the author takes the trouble— 
somewhat needlessly, we fancy—to explain that she has 
not attempted to portray any especial administration. 
Iler portraiture of the wife of the Secretary of State is 
ingenious, but more fantastic than real. 

In “Philippine Life in Country and Town” (G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons), Mr. James A. Leroy, who was for sev- 
eral years connected with the Department of the In- 
terior in the Philippine government, has embodied the 
results of an exhaustive special investigation of social, 
political and industrial conditions in the Philippine archi- 
pelago, with reference to American control. The work 
deserves the careful attention of every student of the 
American problem in the Far East. 

The latest addition to the American Statesmen Series 
is a life of James G. Blaine, by Edward Stanwood 
(Houghton, Mifflin and Company, Boston, $1.25), which, 
though rich in reminiscence and incident, hardly rises to 
the level of acceptable biography. Mr. Stanwood is a 
relative of Mr. Blaine, and his knowledge of the latter’s 
career, associations, ambitions and purposes is manifest 
in every chapter of the present volume. Equally plain 
is the author’s studied reticence as to certain events and 
intervals in Blaine’s political career concerning which 
the public would naturally turn to a relative and partisan 
for enlightenment. Mr, Stanwood’s work is a distinct 
disappointment in that respect. It is interesting as an 
effort in special pleading, but as a biography it is unsatis- 
factory. 

Two exceptionally beautiful holiday books come from 
the J. B. Lippincett Company, Philadelphia—‘Miss 
Cherry Blossom of Tokyo,” by John Luther Long ($2.50), 
and “An Orchard Princess,’ by Ralph Henry Barbour, 
($2.00). Mr. Long’s story is as dainty and charming as 
his “Madame Butterfly” or ‘The Darling of the Gods,” 
and abounds in superb touches of Japanese scenery, so- 
ciety and character which disclose the stroke of a master 
hand. The story is exquisite in plot and action, and is 
embellished with scores of Japanese pictures printed in 
the tints of old Japan. Mr. Barbour’s story is scarcely 
less delightful and will command a place among the best 
novels of the season. The illustrations, by James Mont- 
gomery Flagg, are at once novel and superb. 

Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, U.S.A., has written, and the 
Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, Kansas City, Mo., 
have published, a treatise on “The Provisioning of the 
Modern Army in the Field,’’ which is earnestly commend- 
ed to the attention of every officer of the Subsistence 
Department of the Army and to the civie authorities of 
every State of the Union. It is a curious fact that in 
the United States the problem of subsisting armies in the 
field has received little or no attention from competent 
writers on military subjects. In time of war nobody has 
time for such writing, and in time of peace the subject 
appears to have been regarded as unimportant. It is 
partly to supply the need of a practical treatise on the 
question and partly to enlighten the people as to the 
tremendous difficulty of provisioning troops in the field 
that General Sharpe has prepared the volume _ before 
us, and we do not hesitate to say that in so doing he has 
performed a service of extraordinary value to military 
interests. Ile has made a comprehensive study of the 
commissary service of foreign armies, ancient and mod- 
ern, and he auotes from scores of historians in support 
of the proposition of Frederick the Great, that “the art 
of conquering is lost without the art of subsisting.” The 
author then reviews at length the development, methods 
and operations of the Subsistence Department of the 
United States Army and discusses the subject of sub- 
sistence as related to military conditions at the present 
time. The volume affords additional evidence of the 
thoroughness and skill of the author and contains a fund 
of information on the subject of provisioning troops 
which cannot be found in any other single work. ‘To the 
officer of the commissary service, and to the civilian who 
would know how and by what methods an army in the 
field is fed, General Sharpe’s masterly work will prove in- 
valuable. 

The D. Van Nostrand Company, New York, are the 
American publishers of two technical works of practical 
importance to navigators. One of these, entitled, “Prac- 
tical Methods in Modern Navigation’’—price, $1.60—is 
by Comte De Miremont, F.R.A.S., who explains that 
the object of the work is to supply the navigator with 
a handy work of reference including a series of simple, 
concise and accurate methods by which he will be enabled, 
with the fewest figures possible, to determine his ship’s 
position, whether navigating in sight of land or by ob- 
servation of the heavenly bodies. The volume includes 
a page plate showing the flags of the international code 
of signals, and a large number of examples and diagrams 
illustrative of the problems submitted. The second of 
the works to which we have alluded is “The A, B, C of 
Compass Adjustment.” by E. W. Owens, F.R.A.S., and 
consists of the substance of lectures delivered during 
a period of five years by the author at the Liverpool 
Nautical College to classes of students interested in com- 


pass work. The object of the volume is to treat in a 
simple manner the complex question of magnetism in 
ships and its disturbing influence upon the compass 
needle. The price of the work is $2.00. 

We have received from the E. I. DuPont Powder Co., 
of Wilmington, Del., a very interesting and valuable 
booklet entitled “Rifle Practice Arranged for the Be- 
ginner.” Although primarily intended for schools and 
eclleges and for clubs beginning to use Service rifles there 
is much in this little work to interest members of the Na- 
tional Guard and others who already know something of 
rifle practice. It was prepared by Major James Bell, 
1.G.R.P., D.C., an expert in rifle shooting, and covers 
the most minute detail connected with instruction of be- 
ginners, and in addition to the matter which Major Bel! 
furnishes, there is also a valuable article by Dr. W. G 
Hudson, the well-known authority on rifle shooting on 
the sub-skirmish load. ‘‘The Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard,” says the author, “may be relied upon to 
give good accounts of themselves, but combined, they pre- 
sent an insignificant front for the protection of a vast ter- 
ritory: therefore another line of offensive and defensive 
strength must be looked to, one large in numbers and re- 
sources. The schools: Therein lies the hope and salva- 
tion of the nation. Educate the youth to become profi- 
cient in the use of the rifle and almost imperceptibly an 
army is created, invincible because of the brain and 
brawn which constitutes it and one which will be ready 
to surprise the nations which may be ambitious and rude 


-epough to attempt our undoing. At the Bisley meeting 


it is an inspiring sight to witness the hundreds of boys 
from the schools of England contending for the prizes 
offered as a reward for their skill and the scores made by 
them in the matches were in many instances not excelled 
by the veteran sharpshooters of the British army.’’ Ma- 
jor Bell has arranged his subjects under the following 
heads: Room for Gallery Purposes, Targets, Equipping 
the Gallery, Description of Hand Tools for Re-loading 
Small Arms Cartridges, Process of Loading, Sighting, 
Aiming and Position Drill, Gallery Instruction and Prac- 
tice, Orders Covering Gallery Practice, The Rifle Gallery, 
Procuring and Equipping a Suitable Rifle Range, Mark- 
ing and Signalling, Schedule for Rifle Practice, Classi- 
fication, Figure of Merit, Records and Reports, Ammu- 
nition and the Sub-skirmish Load and Reduced Loads for 
.30 Caliber, and Military Rifles. There are a number of 
illustrations which refer to matter in the text, and 
nothing is omitted which is necessary to the full equip- 
ment of the cadet or other beginner to appear before the 
target in competition with skilled shots.

The growing interest of European military experts in 
the War of the Rebellion is further illustrated in “A 
History of the Civil War in the United States,” by W. 
Birbeck Wood, M.A., and Major J. E. Edmonds, R.E., of 
which G. P. Putnam’s Sons are the American publishers. 
The authors of this work do not concern themselves with 
the political and diplomatic aspect of the war, but devote 
themselves chiefly to a study of its operations from the 
strategical standpoint, and in pursuance of that purpose 
they have produced a survey of the conflict which is char- 
acterized throughout by breadth of view, fairness of state- 
ment and judicial discrimination in drawing conclusions. 
The writers, as their list of consulted authorities clearly 
shows, have carefully gone over the entire written history 
of the war, both official and unofficial, their object being 
to produce a work which besides their own deductions, 
should present none but agreed statements of fact. That 
they have labored to that end intelligently, honestly and 
With a large measure of success, fair-minded readers gen- 
erally will agree. The authors, like other English writers 
on the war, place a higher estimate on the military quali- 
ties of Lee, Jackson and other Confederate leaders than 
on those of the great Union commanders, but give due 
recognition to the tenacity and skill which foreed the 
struggle to the inevitable end. The work as a whole is 
scholarly, impartial and discriminating. The careful stu- 
dent of the War of the Rebellion cannot afford to neglect 
this striking volume. : 
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ARMY RETIREMENT PROMOTIONS. 
(From Washington Star, July 25.) 

As you have devoted space in your valuable columns to 
permit others to express themselves as to the unfortunate 
rulings of the law department of the Government adverse 
to a remaining few of the veteran officers of the Army, 
the writer is prompted to add a few remarks presenting 
an entirely different view from those expressed heretofore. 
There cannot be the slightest doubt that Congress in- 
tended by the law of April last to confer additional rank 
upon all of the remaining officers of the War of the Re- 
bellion ; and that it did so is plain to any who will exam- 
ine the said law. The majority of the bills looking to 
such promotion for the retired officers did except from 
their benefits those who received jsromotion “at the time 
of retirement.’ But the last law, that of April last, and 
the one in question, and the one giving equal benefit to 
all of the class named, carried the different and essential 
words “since promotion.” Hence, as can be easily seen 
and construed, the last two words quoted offset, annul 
and abrogate the first five words quoted. This, as stated, 
makes it clear that Congress in its desire to make no un- 
just discrimination against the class of officers who had 
served for more than half of the average lifetime of man 
in a subordinate position and then received their deserved 
promotion when retired, to which their long service had 
entitled them, and retired for disability which was no 
fault of theirs. As an example, the writer is at this time 
occupying a position on the retired list, below officers in 
the same status who saw no war service at all. As is 
contemplated by the rules and law governing the Army, 
longevity should take precedence, but this is far from the 
condition as the matter exi:ts at the present time. 

VETERAN. 
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There is a great deal of curiosity in British naval 
circles as to how the details of their new bactleship 
Dreadnought were obtained for publication in an Ameri- 


can periodical, the World Magazine, in spite of the fact 
that the Admiralty had given positive orders that all 
information concerning the vessel should be guarded as 
strictly secret. Our excellent English contemporary, the 
Portsmouth Telegraph, doubts the accuracy of the in- 
formation published in the magazine referred to, but is 
nevertheless visibly annoyed that it has got into print. 
Its theory as to the object of its publication is curious 
“The purpose,” it remarks, ‘“‘of the description of the 
Dreadnought is apparently to call attention to the need 
for stronger defensive works at New York, for the ‘float- 
ing fortress,’ as the British warship is styled, could, it is 
said, kéep out: of the range of the guns at Sandy Hook 
and throw shells into the center of the town.” 
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The oldest enlisted man in point of service in the Unit- 
ed States Army now on the active list is said to be Color 
Sergt. William G. Hardy, of the 4th Cavalry, which re- 
cently left Fort Walla Walla, Wash., for the Philippine 
Islands. He was in the 7th Cavalry at the time of the 
Custer massacre. Troop A, of which he was trumpeter, 
was not in the fight in which Custer’s command was 
wiped out, but nevertheless it saw severe service in the 
same expedition. Sergeant Hardy was born in the Army. 
His father was a Regular soldier and was stationed at 
Fort Wadsworth, N.Y% when he was born. That was 
fifty-eight years ago. His thirty-eight years of service 
have not been continuous, but he has never been out of 
the Army for more than a few weeks at a time. Several 
tines he quit the Service when his term of enlistment ex- 
pired, but he couldn’t keep away from military life and 
always returned. Sergeant Hardy saw his first service 
in 1864, when he enlisted in the 1st Louisiana Regiment, 
when Union forces were organized in that State after the 
capture of New Orleans xe enlisted in the regular Army 
in 1865, and has sers-a in Infantry, Cavalry and Artil- 
lery. He likes the mounted arm of the Service best and 
thirty of his thirty-eight years of service he has spent as 
a Cavalryman. Aside from his Civil War service he has 
taken part in the Spanish-American War and in many 
Indian wars, having campaigned against the Indians in 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Nebraska, Montana and the 
Dakotas. He has served in almost every State in the 
Union, and the Philippines. 
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Major William C. Brown, 3d U.S. Cavalry, is of the 
opinion that desirable results would follow a larger use 
of the emergency ration by troops in time of peace, and 
he suggests that inasmuch as troops are supposed to keep 
themselves in practice with every article of their sup- 
ply or equipment intended to increase their mobility 
and efficiency in active service, the neglect with which 
the emergency ration is treated is a mistake, being too 
much like issuing a perfect rifle to a soldier but forbidding 
him to use it except in time of war. The emergency ra- 
tion is not only palatable and highly nutritious, but has 
the advantage of being exceedingly easy to issue, all that 
is required being to break open the boxes containing fifty 
rations each, making it possible to complete the issue 
in us little time as it takes to describe it. Major Brown, 
in un article published in the Journal of the Infantry As- 
sociation, states .that when the present emergency ra- 
tion was first adopted he purchased from the troop fund 
one hundred of them, issuing each trooper one ration with 
his name and number scratched on the can. He was re- 
quired to have it in his saddle bags at all times, its pres- 
ence being verified at inspections. The troop then, by 
saddling up at any hour, day or night, could have its one 
day's rations without further thought or trouble. As a 
matter of fact the occasion never arose when the rations 
were really required on such short notice, but it might 
have arisen, and in any event it was worth all that it cost 
in ‘he training of the soldier in the matter of prepared- 


ness. 
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li is gratifying to learn that efforts will be made at 
tle approaching session of Congress to procure legislation 
to establish a national naval reserve, and that the sup- 
porters of the project will have the earnest co-operation 
of the National Naval Militia Association, which will 
hold its annual meeting in Baltimore, Dec. 13 and 14. A 
bill with that object in view was introduced in Congress 
last winter, but partly because the session was a short 
one, and partly because the supporters lacked an effective 
organization, no action was taken on it. It is reason- 
ably certain, however, that at the forthcoming session 
the needs of the Navy will be presented to Congress with 
special eare, and if that is done the wisdom of creating 
a large naval reserve, bearing much the same relation to 
the Navy that the organized militia does to the Army, 
will be promptly recognized. What is needed is a great 
national reserve, trained and instructed in association 
with the naval militia under the supervision of Navy 
officers, and capable of supplying the fleet, in case of 
emergeney, with large numbers of men who are reasonably 
familiar with the routine of duty on modern warships. 
For its efforts to bring about the creation of such a 
body the National Naval Militia Association deserves the 
highest commendation. 
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‘The following is the bi-monthly report of the new work 
undertaken during the months of September and October, 
15, by the Army Ordnance Department. At Rock Isl- 
and Arsenal: The preliminary test is completed of the 
wheeled mount No. 1, model of 1905, for the Vickers- 
Maxim automatie machine gun, eal, .380, model of 1904. 
Two hundred and fifty rounds were fired, using all posi- 
tions in azimuth and elevation. The mount worked sat- 
isfactorily and was shipped to Sandy Hook proving 
ground for further test. Orders have been given for the 
manufacture of 100,000 of the new model bayonet scab- 
bards for the magazine rifle, model of 1903, bayonet 
model of 1905, scabbards to be of leather lined with wood. 
At Watervliet Arsenal: Manufacture of locking devices 
for 10-inch rifles, models of 1895 and 1900. Sets of spe- 
cia! tools for use in assembling the breech locking device 
to 12-inch rifles, models of 1900 and 1895; manufacture 
of set of gauges for inspection of 3-inch field rifles, model 
of 1905: manufacture of set of gauges for inspection of 
‘inch field gun, models of 1902, 1904 and 1905; sets of 
special tools for use in assembling breech-loading device 
to !0-inch rifles, models of 1895 and 1900; one 3-inch field 
gun, model of 1902, with spare parts and accessories is 
mauufaectured, and one tube for 3-inch field rifle, model of 
194, for explosive test with high explosives is manufac- 
ted. 
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(ongressman Sydney E. Mudd, of Maryland, is heartily 
in ‘avor of the proposed plan of establishing a naval sta- 
tion at Drum Point, at the mouth of the Patuxent River, 
an’ he intends to make a strenuous fight in the approach- 
ing session of Congress for the furtherance of the project. 
Mi Mudd, in speaking of the proposed naval station, 
sail: “Every year we are continually placing in our ap- 
propriation bills in Congress calls for sums of money to 
‘epen channels and harbors, ete., in order to allow our 
Warships to navigate from the sea, and here, right in 
Maryland, at the foot of Calvert County, we have as fine 
a’ ‘arbor for these ships as can be found in the world.

to wind or the sea.”’ It is also Mr. Mudd’s idea to secure 
the construction of a large floating drydock by the Mary- 
land Steel Company, at Sparrow’s Point, similar to the 
one which was recently completed for Cavite, P.I.

It has been finally and absolutely decided to place the 
battleships Oregon and Massachusetts out of commission 
for extensive repairs, which will probably cover periods of 
time from one to three years, The Oregon is now under 
orders to return home from the Asiatic Station and will 
probably be sent to the Puget Sound Navy Yard, to be 
placed out of commission and thoroughly overhauled. 
The Oregon is not now regarded by naval authorities as 
a modern battleship, and when she is re-commissioned 
will be placed in the second line of defense and probably 
assigned to the Pacific Station. The Massachusetts will 
be placed out of commission in a few weeks and probably 
at the New York Navy Yard for extensive repairs. Her 
place in the fleet of the North Atlantic Station will be 
taken by the battleship Indiana, which has recently been 
thoroughly overhauled. While it has not been absolutely 
decided what battleship will be sent to the Asiatic Sta- 
tion to take the place of the Oregon, there is some talk 
at the Navy Department of ordering the Missouri to that 
duty. It has also been about decided to send to the Asiatic 
Station next spring two protected cruisers of the Galves- 
ton type. 
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The first division of the General Staff has given an in- 
terpretation of A.R. 732, which provides that all reports 
of surveys of property are subject on call to the approval 
or disapproval of the next higher commander. The ques- 
tion was raised as to who is the next higher commander 
with reference to property pertaining to the transport 
service. It was recommended by the purchasing agent 
that the commanding general, Department of California, 
be considered the next higher commander, as this facili- 
tates the transaction of business, The commanding offi- 
cer at Fort Riley, Kans., this week asked the War De- 
partment whether when a company joins a post exchange 
and it has sufficient unincumbered funds on hand to pay 
its assessment, it can be required to pay in cash and not to 
leave the assessment as a debt against the company. The 
General Staff recommends that he be informed that under 
such circumstances a company can and should be required 
to pay in cash; that the exchange regulations only au- 
thorize the assessment to be charged and carried by the 
exchange when the company is unable to pay in cash. 
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The Navy team had its last practice on the Annapolis 
grounds Thursday afternoon. It lasted two hours and 
there was no line-up, the work consisting mainly of punt- 
ing, receiving kicks and getting down on the ball. The 
team and substitutes left Annapolis for Princeton Friday 
morning in charge of Lieut. Charles N. Bookwalter, U.S. 
N., and Messrs. Paul Dashiel, Olcott, Chamberlain and 
Gould were with the party. Dr. William H. Murphy, who 
has trained the team this season, is in such poor health 
that he will not go to Princeton with the team, and his 
place will be taken by Dr. R. E. Hoyt, of the Academy 
staff. The brigade of midshipmen will start for Prince- 
ton on Saturday morning. According to press despatches 
they have raised the sum of $6,000, which they desire to 
place on the Navy team. West Point will cover only ¢ 
part of this, so representatives of the midshipmen have 
wired to the Army posts at Fort Myer, near Washington, 
and Leavenworth, Kans., to get the remainder covered. 
The Army representatives, however, are said to wish odds 
of 5 to 4. The Navy thinks it should be even money. The 
average weight of the team was announced Thursday as 
177 10-11 pounds; the line average 182 5-7 pounds and 
the backs 169 1-2 pounds. This is the heaviest Navy team 
for years. 
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At West Point, on Nov. 30, with all the men in fine 
condition, the cadets had the final football practice. Coach 
Boyers had intended giving the team a final scrimmage, 
but the sudden cold snap had frozen the ground hard, and, 
as injuries were feared, it was decided merely to perfect 
the signals and various new formations. In the morning 
there was much amusement watching the annual football 
game between the “runts” and the ‘‘flankers,’” as the 
shortest and the tallest men in the Academy are dubbed. 
For the first time in six years the big fellows came out 
victorious, winning by a score of 6 to 0. The betting still 
continues lively at evens, with plenty of Navy money in 
sight, the New York Tribune reports. 
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The Navy Department has received a preliminary re- 
port from tie Board of Inspection and Survey on the 
standardization speed trial given the battleship Virginia 
on Nov. 23. According to this report the trial was most 
successful, the propellers of the Virginia having made 
0.17 revolutions more than was necessary, according to 
the calculation, to send the ship along at the contract 
speed of nineteen knots an hour. The authorities at the 
Navy Department are much elated over the successful 
outcome of the trial of the Virginia by the standardization 
method. In the case of the Virginia it was shown that 
129.8 revolutions a minute of her propellers meant exactly 
nineteen knots, and as the report received by the Depart- 
ment showed that the propellers exceeded that number by 
0.17 it is estimated that the ship exceeded the contract 
speed requirement by a margin of somewhat less than one 
one-hundredth of a knot. 
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Rear Admiral Baird, U.S.N., superintendent of the 
State, War and Navy Building, has called attention to the 
fact that in twelve States and one Territory young men 
who enlisted in the Army or Navy before they attained 
their majority are debarred from civil service appoint- 
ments under the Government. The Admiral very sensibly 
suggests that, for appointive purposes, the civil service 
rules be amended by the President so as to look upon the 
Army as a single State and the Navy as another State. 











The Secretary of War this week ordered 1st Lieut. 
Richard W. Buchanan, 23d Inf., from Columbus Bar- 
racks, O., to Madison Barracks, under arrest. This ac- 
tion on the part of the War Department was taken as a 
result of a report from Columbus Barracks that Lieuten- 
ant Buchanan had been violating the regulation concern- 
ing drinking. He will be court-martialed at Madison Bar- 
racks, charges having been preferred against him. The 
War Deparcment has been informed of the acquittal by 
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a general court-martial of 1st Lieut. Joseph Herring, 
24th Inf., who was tried at Fort Harrison, Mont., on the 
charge of violation of the 62d Article of War. The ac- 
quittal of Lieutenant Herring has been approved and he 
has been restored to duty. 
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At his own request Comdr. William F. Fullam, U.S.N., 
was this week relieved from the command of the expedi- 
tion to tow the big floating steel drydock Dewey from the 
Chesapeake Bay to Cavite. Comdr. Harry H. Hosley, U. 
S.N., who was the executive of the Buffalo when she con- 
veyed the torpedoboat flotilla to the Asiatic Station, has 
been assigned to the command. He will be aboard the 
collier Glacier, one of the towing vessels. The Navy De- 
partment declines to give any information relative to the 
relief of Commander Fullam other than that he was re- 
lieved at his own request and at the last moment. It is 
understood, however, that Commander Fullam objected to 
some alterations in his plans made by the Bureau off Con- 
struction and Repair. The dock will leave Chesapeake 
Bay Dec. 16. 





Col. S. S. Leach and Capt. C. A. F. Flagler, Corps of 
Engineers, U.S.A., members of the Inland Waterway 
Board, arrived in Norfolk, Va., Nov. 22, from North Cav- 
olina, where the board has been investigating as to what 
is the most practicable route for an inland waterway be- 
tween Norfolk and Beaufort, N.C., and also whether such 
a waterway, viewed from a standpoint of expense, is 
feasible at all or not. Capt. G, P. Howell, Corps of En- 
gineers, U.S.A., the other member of the board, returned 
to his post of duty at Charleston, but will later return to 
the Sound country to make some further investigations 
before the board holds a meeting in January next to for- 
mulate_ its report. Captain Flagler will have to go to 
Porto Rico in the course of a couple of weeks, and will 
hardly return before January. 
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The ladies of the Society for Political Study have dis- 
covered two methods of preventing war; one is the en- 
forcement of the principle of a single tax and the other 
the universal adoption of a vegetable diet. The vegeta- 
rian theorist was not able to explain why it is that the 
rice-eating Japanese are so warlike, but she insisted upon 
her theory all the same. Experience of war shows that 
the simpler the diet the more effective the soldier as a 
fighting man. We would suggest to these good ladies that 
they adopt the recommendation made to one of their sex 
by a distinguished clergyman at a council on arbitration, 
that they start a crusade for bringing forth a breed of 
boys without the fighting instinet. 'This is strictly within 
their province. 








President Roosevelt this week received a letter from a 
member of Congress who has heard that soldiers are re- 
quired by officers to drive their carriages, black their boots 
and perform other menial service. The President referred 
this letter to the General Staff, who report that soldiers 
are not required to perform such work; that the law for- 
bids an officer to use an enlisted man as a servant; that 
officers do sometimes employ enlisted men to work for 
them, but this is by a mutual agreement, and the men are 
entirely free to work or not as they see fit; that some men 
are glad of the opportunity thus to earn a few dollars in 


addition to their pay, the work being in addition to their 
nhilitary duties. 
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The United States Naval Academy Alumni Association 
of Illinois announce, under date of Chicago, Nov. 27, 
that the annual meeting and dinner of this associa- 
tion will be held at the Tip Top Inn, Pullman Building, 
Michigan and Adams streets, on the evening of Thursday, 
Dec. 14. The business meeting will be held at 6:30, the 
dinner to follow. The cost is to be $3 per plate, payable 
to the treasurer, Mr. W. J. Wilson, 528 Federal Build- 
ing, Chicago, either before or at the dinner. Those who 
cannot come are asked to send a letter to be read at the 
dinner. It is requested that those expecting to at- 
tend will give the treasurer notice not later than Dec. 11. 
W. J. Wilson, secretary and treasurer. 
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President Roosevelt believes that the U.S. Infantry 
should have more and better instruction in marching with 
full equipment. With this end in view, he has sent a 
memorandum to the General Staff suggesting that an ex- 
ecutive order be promulgated directing each company of 
Infantry to receive instruction in marching with full kits 
at regular intervals of time. His memorandum is now 
under consideration by the first division of the General 
Staff, which will make a report. 
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Capt. W. S. Cowles, U.S.N., has been assigned to special 
duty in the Bureau of Equipment at the Navy Depart- 
ment. It is generally understood that when Rear Ad- 
miral Henry N. Manney, Chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, is placed on the retired list for age on Jan. 22, 
1906, he will be succeeded as Chief of that Bureau by 
Captain Cowles. The assignment of Captain Cowles to 
this important place will be approved by the officers of 
the naval service, with whom he is very popular. 
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A game of football was played between teams from Gov- 
ernors Island and Fort Slocum, N.Y., on Nov. 30 at 
Olympic Field, New York city, resulting in a victory for 
the Governors Island team by a score of 10 to 5.

Mary Flower McKeever, widow of Commodore Isaac 
McKeever, U.S.N., died on Nov. 18 in New York city at 
the home of her son, J. Lawrence McKeever, 164 Lexing. 
ton avenue, in her ninety-eighth year. The funeral was 
held at All Souls’ church Nov. 28. Mrs. McKeever was 
born in Philadelphia in 1808. <Atethe age of eighteen she 
married Commodore McKeever, who had joined the Nayy 
as a midshipman in 1809. He died in 1856. They haj 
four children, three of whom survive their mother. Byt 
Brig. Gen. Chauncey McKeever, U.S.A., the eldest son. 
died in 1901 in Washington. The surviving children are 
J. Lawrence McKeever and two daughters. Mrs. \Me- 
Keever retained almost to the last all of her faculties and 
interest in politics and affairs generally. She was just 
as much interested in the Spanish war as she had been 
in the Mexican. 

Mr. Malcolm C. Murray, formerly a captain of the 224 
Regiment, N.G.N.Y., died in Brooklyn, N.Y., Nov. 25. at. 
ter a lingering illness. Mr. Murray, who was forty-five 
years old, was up to a short time ago a resident of Mount 
Vernon. He leaves a widow and several children. Mr, 
Murray was of a very kindly nature, with a high sense of 
honor, and his death will be mourned by many. He was 
for very many years a highly esteemed employee of Davis 
Collamore & Company. 

Col. Joseph Laing, a gallant veteran of the War of the 
Rebellion, died in his home at Brooklyn, N.Y., Nov. 24, 
of apoplexy.

No. 83, Order 
Scottish Clans; Cameron Post, No. 79, G.A.R., and the 
Veterans’ Association of the 79th Regiment. Colonel 
Laing was a well known figure in parades in New York 
city after the war, where he marched at the head of the 
‘9th Highlanders in Highland costume, He is survived 
by his widow, who was Jeanie Henderson: a son.

_David Ross, the oldest Civil War pensioner in Califor- 
nia, was found dead in a cabin near Salinas, Santa Clara 
County, a few days since, having lived to the age of ninec- 
ty-eight. He was a miner in the early days in California 
and at fifty-five entered the Army from Washington Ter- 
riiory. Death was due to heart failure. ‘ 

Gen. Joseph Lancaster Brent, who died in Baltimore, 
Md., Nov. 27, at the age of ninety-eight years, was a ma- 
jor on the staff of General Magruder in the Confederate 
army. After the war he achieved a high reputation as a 
iawyer, He leaves a wife and a daughter and son. 

Mr. Orlando Adams, father of Major Granger Adams 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., died at Buffalo, N.Y., Nov. 14. 

On Oct. 23 Mr. Richard Henry Lowndes, probably the 
oldest living graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, died 
at his home in Flat Rock, N.C. Mr. Lowndes was in his 
ninety-first year and was a hale and hearty old gentleman 
until the day of his death. He entered the Navy in 1831 
as midshipman, resigning his commission as passed mid- 
shipman in 1842. He was aide to Commodore A. J. Dal- 
las on. the Lexington on the South Atlantie Station, and 
also aide to Commodore Hull on the Ohio, when flagship 
of the Mediterranean Squadron, Mr. Lowndes was a 
member of the South Carolina family of that name, being 
the grandson of Mr. Rawlins Lowndes, who was. presi- 
dent of South Carolina, 1778 to 1779, and a nephew of 
the great statesman, William Lowndes.

There is perhaps no sphere in which the great differ-

But this energy and 
thrift does not characterize the life of the average Fili- 
pino. There are places in the provinces where the na- 
tives work about thirty days in a year, and still manage 
to exist. A little rice, a little fish, together with some 
of the rich foods and fruits which Nature’s hand so boun- 
tifully bestows, and they have all that is necessary for 
the support of this physical life. Passing through the 
streets of the various towns in the provinces on any day 
of the week, you will find the vast majority of the strong, 
able-bodied men and women “laboriously doing nothing,” 
or engaged in the celebration of their numerous “fiestas.” 
As a result the soil, for the greater part, remains uncul- 
tivated, the fields are left desolate, and the hidden re- 
sources of the islands remain undeveloped. By a strange 
concurrence of unexpected events, the United States has 
been called, as Moses of old, to lead these eight million 
people out of their bondage, and out of a wilderness into 
a land flowing with milk and honey. And in spite of oc- 
casional murmuring, the task will be accomplished even 
though it may also require a period of forty years. 

Two serious difficulties must, however, be encountered 
in the accomplishment of this herculean task. There is 
first of all, the constant high temperature which is unfa- 
vorable to a strenuous, active life. The continued heat 
of the tropics relaxes the muscular and nervous system, 
and no cold season comes to build up and brace the re- 
laxed fiber. Neither are people constrained by necessity 
to labor. Nature herself provides an abundance of food 
and fruits for which she asks no hard and persevering 
toil in return. It is, therefore, doubtful whether the Fili- 
pinos could ever be induced to live a life of hard, patient, 
persevering toil, as does the American. Another difficulty 
to be overcome is the general aversion to manual labor, 
which exists in the Filipino mind. He does not believe 
in the dignity of toil but regards it as a curse to be 
shunned and avoided. <A Filipino gentleman would no 
more boast of having followed the plow when a boy, or 
of having been a rail-splitter, than an American gentle- 
man would boast of being afflicted with some malady. 
With such an unfavorable environment, and with such 
inherited tendencies, the gospel of work will not be so 
readily accepted by the inhabitants of these islands.

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 24, NOV. 22, 19%, DEPT. OF EAST. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. 
which convened at Fort Jay, N.Y., and of which Major 
Wilber E. Wilder, 15th Cav., was president, and Capt. 
Evan M. Johnson, jr., 8th Inf., judge advocate, for the 
trial of 2d Lieut. Arthur J. Lynch, 15th Cav. 

The accused was tried and found guilty of Charge 1: 
“Conduct to the prejudice of good order,and military dis- 
cipline, in violation of the 62d Article of’ War.”’ 

Specification: ‘In. that Lieutenant Lynch did, about 
Sept. 10, 190, and prior to the 27th day of said month, 
in violation of Par. 128, Army Regulations, make his 
official pay accounts for the said month of September, 
1905, and on or about said date transfer and deliver the 
— to one Louis Silverman, of New York city, New 

ork. 

“This at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., and New York city, 
New York.”’ 

He was also tried and found not guilty of Charge 2: 
“Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, in viola- 
tion of the 62d Article of War.’’ 

Two of the specifications under this charge allege that 
the hypothecation of his pay account as stated in the 
specification of the first charge involved a false certifica- 
tion ‘‘made to deceive the officers of the Pay Depart- 
ment,’’ the accused having endorsed thereon, “I certify 
that I have this 30th day of September, 1905, transferred 
the within account of Louis Silverman, and have so noti- 
fied the paymaster at New York.” 

The third specification, under Charge 2, alleged that 
the accused, having parted with his interest in his pay 
account, did append to a duplicate pay account this 
certificate: ‘I certify that the amount charged in the 
foregoing account is correct and just.’”’ 

Charge 3: “Causing to be presented to the United 
States authorities for payment a false and fradulent claim 
a the United States, in violation of the 60th Article 
oO er," 

The specification under this charge alleged that the 
accused, having drawn his pay on the second account, 
did cause a false and fraudulent claim for the sum of 
$137.50 to be presented to the United States for payment 
by one Louis Silverman, of New York city, New York, 
for the amount, knowing the said claim to be false and 
fradulent. 

The finding on Charge 3, and its specification, was also 
“not guilty.” 

The court sentenced the accused: “To be reduced fifteen 
files in the grade of second lieutenant of Cavalry.” 

In his review of the case, Brigadier General Grant said: 
“It appears that on Aug. 29, 1905, Lieutenant Lynch made, 
transferred and delivered his pay account for the month 
of September, 1905, in payment of, or as security for pay- 
ment of, a note held by Louis Silverman, of New York 
city, and all of the facts alleged in the charges and 
specifications are proved beyond the shadow of a doubt, 
and that late on Oct. 2 he wired Mr. Silverman that he 
had been ordered away from his post for five days, to 
please hold the vouchers, that is the pay account which 
he had so transferred to him, until his return and he 
would pay extra for the privilege, without notifying him 
that his pay had already been collected for September, 
which telegram was received on Oct. 3. He therefore 
committed the fraud and falsification set forth in the 
third specification to the second charge, and made the 
certificate set forth in the first specification and the 
letter set forth in the second specification for the purpose 
of concealing the fact that he had actually transferred 
that pay account on Aug. 29, 190%. On Sept. 30 he col- 
lected his pay from the United States through his assignee 
of Sept. 15, 19%, and such payment, though on an ac- 
count which ought not to have been made, was a full 
acquittance of the United States for his salary for the 
month of September, and rendered additionally false the 
claim which was mailed on Oct. 2 by Mr. Silverman. The 
reviewing authority regrets that the court sees no offense 
in the acts of Lieutenant Lynch which have been ac- 
curately set forth in the charges and specifications and 
proved beyond any doubt, and that the court holds such 
conduct of less importance than the violation of an Army 
Regulation as set forth in the specification to the first 
charge. Subject to these remarks the sentence is approved 
and will be forwarded to the War Department for execu- 
tion.”’ e 

Before the same court, Lieutenant Lynch was also tried 
a second time on charges of: 

Charge 1: “Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 
War.” 

Charge 2: ‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, in violation of the 61st Article of War.” 

The specifications alleged that he hypothecated his pay 
accounts for the month of November, 1905, and transferred 
them to the Howard National Bank of Burlington, Vt. 
He was found guilty of the first charge, but not guilty 
of the second. 

He was sentenced: ‘‘To be reduced five (5) files-in the 
grade of second lieutenant of Cavalry.” 

“The reviewing authority,” says General Grant, ‘does 
not concur in the finding to the second charge and its 
specification. Subject to this remark the sentence is ap- 
proved and will be forwarded to the War Department for 
execution.”

GUAM. 
Comdr. G. L. Dyer, U.S.N., Governor of Guam, has es- 
tablished in the island a class in industrial arts, for 
both sexes. The members of this class are called ap- 


prentices, and are assigned to the several Federal and 
Island Government Institutions, factories, workshops, 
and offices, or to classes in which they may be taught 
without being attached to any institution or office. 

Apprentices will be taught by practical work and the 
study of text books, the trades, callings and occupations 
necessary for carrying on the general and special work 
of a modern organized community. 

Instruction in the several occupations will be gratut- 
tous. Apprentices may receive compensation for their 
services at a rate to be fixed by the Governor. Their 
term of service shall be four years from the date of 
entry. The applicants must be at least fourteen years 
of age and less than twenty years. In special cases these 
limits may be waived by authority of the Governor. 

After Oct. 1, 1905, the pay of island teachers is fixed 
by the day instead of by the month as previously. Those 
receiving twenty pesos per month will be paid at the rate 
of ninety-five cents per day; fifteen pesos per month, 
seventy cents per day; ten pesos per month, forty-five 
cents per day and all others thirty cents per day. 

On the following days attendance by children at the 
public schools will not be compulsory: Jan. 6th, Feb. 2d, 
March 19th and 25th, June 29th, July 25th and 3ist, Aug. 
15th, Sept. 8th, Nov. Ist, Dec. 8th, and also Good Thurs- 
day and Good Friday, Holy Thursday and Corpus Christi. 

Publie school houses may be used at hours not as- 
signed to regular sessions for the instructiog of children 
in religious matters.

“that Major Biddle is to be continued as Engineer Com- 
missioner, because it is obviously to the interests of the 
District that he remain in office until our extraordinary 
municipal improvements, now in progress under his im- 
mediate supervision—the 


railway terminal, District build- 
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ing and sewage disposal system—-are completed. He has 
done splendid engineering work, besides all his success 
as administrator. I knew that I was expressing the opin- 
ion of our citizens in saying that he ought to be retained. 
Personally, of course, it is a great pleasure to his col- 
leagues.”

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Med. Dir. George IF. Winslow, U.S.N., made an in- 
teresting address before the members of the Pilgrim 
Club at the North Congregational church, New Bedford, 
Mass., Nov. 21. His sabject was the old U.S.S. Con- 
stitution, “Old Tronsides,”’ which was built by George 
Claghorn, a native of New Bedford, and who was con- 
sidered the finest naval constructor in those days. Mr. 
Claghorn had his shipyard at Oxford, in Fairhaven, 
where he built many ships, but he afterwards moved to 
Soston and had a shipyard on the banks of the Charles 
river, where the Constitution was built, not two stones’ 
throw from where the ship now lies. Dr. Winslow gave 
a more extended explanation of many facts only lightly 
touched on in history. The most interesting story was 
how the old ship escaped from six British ships in a 
dead calm on July 18, 1812, off the Capes of Virginia. 
The British ships were within gunshot distance, and to 
all appearances the Constitution was doomed. How Cap- 





tain Hall escaped with “Old Ironsides” was told at 
length by Dr. Winslow. By the use of a kedge the ship 
glided away from her pursuers in a mysterious way 


which the British could not understand. This kedge was 
like an umbrella. The tribs were of iron and the covering 
was of canvas, the whoJe contrivance opening and closing 
like a parachute. This kedge was carried out a mile 
ahead of the Constitution in the ship’s boats manned by 
200 men and then dropped in the sea. The remaining 
200 men of the crew were aboard the ship and grasped 
the ropes fastened to the kedge. By hauling on the rope 
the ship was pulled up to the kedge, whose opened ribs 
offered sufficient resistance so that the Constitution could 
be pulled up to it. The operation was repeated until ¢he 
ship passed out of danger. 
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TREATMENT OF MILITARY OFFENDERS. 


In the widespread discussion on the growing evil of 
Army desertion too little attention appears to have been 
given to the purposes and methods of military penology, 
Because of its centralized authority and its isolation from 
the civil judiciary the Army cannot be conducted as a re- 
formatory organization. Its penal processes are excced- 
ingly simple, direct in their application and on the while 
afford ample protection for the rights of the individ:al, 
In the Army, however, many crimes are punishable by 
penalties far more rigorous than attach to similar of- 
fenses committed by persons in civil life. Dishonor:)le 
discharge from the Army brands the offender with a last- 
ing stigma; he is forever debarred from re-entering the 
military service. The Army is obliged to protect itself 
against the faithless and unfit, and while its measures for 
that purpose may appear unduly severe in exceptional 
cases, no other course is possible under existing condi- 
tions. 

It is held, however, by officers of judgment and experi- 
ence that good results might be accomplished if, in ad- 
dition to punishing first-offense men, practical efforts 
were made to reform them and restore their self-respect. 
A very large proportion of desertions occurs during the 
first year of the enlistment period. Many of those of- 
fenders are really free of criminal instincts, are honest 
in other respects and are probably tempted to violate the 
obligation of the enlistment oath by influences which they 
encountered only after entering the Service. The young 
recruit committed to the guard house for some minor oi- 
fense is too often thrown into contact with chronic wrong- 
doers whose influence upon him is thoroughly pernicious. 
They persuade or try to persuade him that he is a victim 
of injustice and should assert his independence, that 
Army life is a form of slavery which a bright fellow 
like himself would be excusable for leaving at the first 
opportunity. Doubtless they also tell him that desertion 
is a matter of small consequence—merely breaking a con- 
tract which he entered into of his own accord—and that 
people don’t regard it seriously, which, unfortunately, is 
too often the fact. A careful study of the reports of de- 
partment and post commanders convinces us that thie 
present system of indiscriminately confining young, new 
soldiers, in guard houses with habitual wrong-doers and 
mal-contents is a curse to the Army and one of the most 
prolific causes of desertion. Commanding officers are 
helpless; no other course is open to them. There are no 
facilities for grading prisoners and separating the mis- 
demeanant from the felon. The abolition of the central 
military prison system has left commanding officers with 
nothing to do but to commit prisoners of all classes, re- 
gardless of the charges against them, to a common place 
of confinement. Under such conditions it is impossible 
to conduct the guard house as a reformatory even if it 
were the policy of the Government to do so. The effect 
of the present system, as judged by observant officers, is 
to impair the morals, stifle the self-respect and destroy 
the efficiency of the soldier to whom it is applied. 

Division, department and post commanders, when they 
have spoken at all on this subject, have almost without 
exception recommended the establishing of a central mili- 
tary prison to which all soldiers convicted of serious of- 
fenses may be committed. It has also been suggested 
that those prisoners be classified in such a manner as 
will give those convicted of lesser offenses a chance to 
reform if so inclined. For many of the facts and sugges- 
tions contained in this article we are indebted to an essay 
by Lieut. Laurence Halstead, 3d Inf., in charge of mili- 
tary prisoners at Alcatraz Island, Cal., who has made 
a painstaking study of the whole problem of military 
penology and whose views deserve the most careful at- 
tention of persons interested in the subject. He states 
that at Alcatraz Island soldiers convicted of insubordina- 
tion, fraudulent enlistment, absence without leave and 
kindred offenses are confined in the same building, and, in 
some cases in the same cells, with others who have con- 
mitted murder, larceny, rape and other felonies. A system 
which compels such associations is dangerously wrong and 
can only tend to brutalize and make professional crimi- 
nals of those who are in confinement for crimes of the les- 
ser grades. Lieutenant Halstead expresses the confident be- 
lief that some of the prisoners of the class just mentioned 
would gladly reform and become trustworthy soldiers if 
encouraged to do so. One of them, who deserted after 
nineteen years of service, declared that he did so be- 
eause life. in his company was made unbearable hy 
others and he was denied the privilege of a transfer. 
Another, whose usefulness as a cavalryman was in- 
paired by a fall, explained that after being denied a 
transfer to the Coast Artillery, he deserted and re-en- 
listed under an assumed name, with the result that he 
is now in prison on conviction of fraudulent enlistment. 
This man is described as an excellent workman, well-dis- 
ciplined and respectful, whom it has never been necessary 
to correct in any way, and whose consuming ambition it 
is to be permitted to re-enlist. The belief is expressed 
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that if he were permitted to enlist in the Infantry or 
Artillery his company commander would be glad to re- 
enlist him at the expiration of iis term of service. 

The examples cited are described as typical of many. 
May it not be that among those men there are a con- 
siderable number who, with a little help and encourage- 
ment, would redeem themselves and become acceptable 
soldiers? It has been proposed that with a central 
prison established, the inmates thereof shall be distinct- 
ly classified for the purpose of aiding those who desire 
to reform. It might do to revive the term “military 
convict,” and classify thereunder all prisoners whose 
offenses preclude entirely the idea of their returning to 
the Service. Then it might be well to give a more 
limited meaning to the term “general prisoner,’ and 
apply it only to those guilty of crimes of lesser grades 
whose return to the Service is to be determined by them- 
selves while undergoing punishment. Such _ prisoners 
should be made to understand first of all that their 
future depends upon themselves, that if they are sincere- 
ly desirous of making amends for past misconduct and 
returning to the Army, they will be helped to do so, but 
that if they are not so disposed they may go ahead, serve 
out their full sentences and be dishonorably discharged 
at the end. These prisoners should have a company or 
battalion organization, the most rigid discipline, both 
military and prison, should be enforced and all drill and 
work should be under the immediate supervision of offi- 
cer-overseers. The whole body might be divided into 
three general classes, the first consisting of those who 
had made ninety per cent. or more in drill, conduct and 
work, the second to include those who had made over 
seventy per cent. and less than ninety, the third to con- 
sist of those making less than seventy per cent.—with 
weekly promotions from one class to another, and returns 
to the Service to be made from the first class exclusively. 
The military instruction of these prisoners should be all 
that can be given without arms. Allowances and privi- 
leges might be given for good conduct, and it might be 
assumed that a prisoner who received a perfect mark 
each day of his sentence, allowing one-third off for “good 
time,” and had a showing of sixty-four per cent. of what 
he would have had if he had served his entire sentence, 
was amenable to discipline and might safely be recom- 
mended for return to the Service. A system based on 
the general lines here suggested is maintained in Great 
Britain, and its operation is described as highly satisfac- 
tory, returning every year to the colors a large num- 
ber of men who would otherwise be lost to the service. 

The scheme suggested above is purely tentative,. and 
may be open to insuperable objections which do not now 
disclose themselves. The general subject, however, is of 
real importance, and deserves careful consideration at 
the hands of the military authorities. As for establish- 
ing a central military prison, it is approved by nearly 
every officer in actual association with troops who has 
spoken on the subject. Whether there can be developed 
in such an institution a reformatory system which shall 
save young and inexperienced first-offense men from go- 
ing utterly to the bad is another matter concerning which 
experienced Army officers are necessarily the only com- 
petent judges. If the project is feasible, it should be 
instituted without delay. The growing evil of desertion 
is becoming a positive peril to military interests, and 
any means that will check it should be adopted, no mat- 
ter what the cost. The Army desertions for the last 
fiseal year numbered more than 6,000. That rate, con- 
tinued for a dozen years, would place among the ineligi- 
ble and non-available elements of our population a body 
of men considerably in excess of the present strength 
of the entire Army. In time of war many of those men 
would probably re-enter the Service under assumed 
names, but we don’t want an Army built up by fraudu- 
lent enlistments. What is needed is some system which 
shall minimize desertions in time of peace, so that when 
war comes we may have an Army of self-respecting men 
bearing their real names and with no dishonorable past 
to conceal. To devise such a system is a task worthy of 
the highest genius of our citizenship. 
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The investigation by the naval court-martial trying 
Midshipman Meriwether at Annapolis of the ‘“midship- 
men’s code” is being followed with the greatest interest 
at the Navy Department. The belief is frankly expressed 
by prominent officers of the Navy on duty in Washington 
that the Meriwether-Branch fight and the resulting trial 
of Midshipman Meriwether will cause the abolition of 
the fistic encounters between midshipmen at the Nayal 
Academy, and of the so-called ‘‘midshipmen’s code.” In 
1902 premeditated fights between cadets were made a 
reason for dismissal from the Military Academy at West 
Point. Since that time, so far as can be learned at the 
War Department, there has not been a challenge issued at 
the Military Academy. Of course, unpremeditated fights 
between the cadets, caused by the hot blood of youth, are 
to be expected; but so far as the existence of a code is 
concerned there has been 2 radical change at the Military 
Academy during the past three years. No more reason 
can be seen by the Navy Department for the existence of 
a “code” at the Naval Academy than for one at the Mili- 
tary Academy. The regulations governing the sending of 
challenges at the Military Academy which brought an end 
to the premeditated fights between cadets, are as follows: 
“No cadet shall send or accept a challenge to fight a duel 
or to personal combat, upon pain of being dismissed from 
the Service; and all cadets assisting in such duels or com- 
bats, as carriers of challenges, seconds, promoters, or all 
who may be in any manner whatever concerned or en- 


gaged in a duel or personal combat preceded by a chal- 
lenge, shall be deemed principals and shall be dismissed 
from the Service. Any cadet who shall upraid, abuse or 
in any manner whatsoever condemn or maltreat another 
cadet or candidate for refusing to accept or to send a 
challenge to a duel or to personal combat, shall be dis- 
missed from the Service. Any cadet who shall in any 
way attempt to call to personal account another cadet for 
having, whilst in the execution of his office or prescribed 
duty, corrected or reported the said cadet, shall be dis- 
missed from the Service or otherwise punished. Any ca- 
det who shall by any means whatever traduce or defame 
another, shall be dismissed from the Service or otherwise 
less severely punished, according to the nature and degree 
of his offense.”

Col. F. W. Mansfield, 2d U.S. Inf., announces under 
date of Nov. 23 a very complimentary extract from the 
report of Brig. Gen. Frank ID. Baldwin, commanding the 
Southwestern Division, on the fine condition of the 2d 
Infantry. General Baldwin says: ‘As a result of my 
annual inspection of troops at Fort Logan, Colo., made 
Friday, Nov. 10, I have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing: I found the command, 2d U.S. Infantry, in the most 
perfect condition that I have found any regiment since 
08. Both officers and men showed the benefits of most 
thorough and practical discipline and instruction. ‘Their 
movements were sharp and snappy, and it was with the 
greatest pride that I noted these facts. * * * The 
standing of this regiment in not only its professional line, 
but its social line as well, is of the highest order. * * * 
Great energy is displayed and carried out in the way of 
athletics, the enlisted men of the post participating with 
zeal in all. Desertion has materially decreased at this 
post, which I believe is greatly due to the excellent man- 
agement of the command on the part of all officers in af- 
fording every facility possible for the entertainment of the 
men. There is no post where the benefits of a canteen 
would more greatly enhance the pleasure and comfort of 
the men than at Fort Logan, thus weaning them away 
from the few wretched places located near the garrison. 
The benefits of a complete regimental organization sery- 
ing together are so perfectly exemplified at Fort Logan 
that I cannot resist urging that no portion of this regi- 
ment be sent away to any other station, but that it be 
maintained as a unit.” Colonel Mansfield, in publishing 
the above to his regiment, says: “The regimental com- 
mander takes this occasion to congratulate the regiment 
upon its superb appearance at the recent inspection by 
the division commander. The hearty and loyal co-opera- 
tion of the entire command, commissioned and enlisted, 
has perfected an organization worthy of the pride of any 
regimental commander, and has demonstrated a depth of 
esprit de corps, presaging for the regiment a future rich 
in honors.”

Speaking, in his annual report, of the growing sentiment 
in favor of organizing the Field Artillery into regiments, 
General Chaffee points out that in order to do so very 
large reservations, suitable for purposes of instruction, 
will be required, and that few such reservations are 
available. Fort Riley, he remarks, is fairly suitable, 
and Fort Sill is specially so, owing to its size, its varied 
terrain, and the diversified character of the Government 
lands adjacent. “However,” General Chaffee goes on to 
say, “it is but fair to remark that if regimental Artillery 
stations for all the Field Artillery are decided to be 
essential to the proper development of that arm, the 
numerous barracks, quarters, ete., recently constructed 
for the shelter and accommodation of these troops, hand- 
somely built of permanent material, must be abandoned 
or else used to shelter troops of the other arms, and in 
the latter case the general scheme for the distribution 
of troops, upon which much work has been done, will 
have to be very materially modified. There are three 
field batteries at the Presidio of San Francisco; also one 
squadron of Cavalry, in addition to other troops. It is 
my judgment that the field batteries and the Cavalry 
should be removed from this station, as I do not con- 
sider the reservation at all suitable for mounted troops.” 
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The acceptance by the British government of the in- 
vitation to participate in the international naval display 
in connection with the exposition at Jamestown, Va., in 
1907, may result in the appearance in American waters 
of a still finer British squadron than that which recently 
came to these shores under command of Prince Louis of 
sattenberg. It is expected that the proposed demonstra- 
tion will bring together the largest and most imposing 
gathering of foreign warships ever assembled in the 
Western Atlantic, and it is probable that the visiting 
squadrons may include a large one from Japan, under 
command of Admiral Togo. Great Britain’s acceptance 
of the invitation to join in the demonstration makes 
it morally certain that every other nation taking part 
will do the utmost to be properly represented, and the 
result will doubtless be the assembling of the finest ships 
of the world’s finest navies. .In the event that no war 
or other misfortune shall happen in the meantime, the 
occasion will be a memorable one in modern naval an- 
nals. 








Probably the most important action with regard to 
Army administration which will be taken by Secretary 
Taft in the near future is the reorganization by him of 
the War Department General Staff. Secretary Taft, when 
seen this week by our correspondent in Washington in re- 
ply to a question, said: “I think that a sufficient time 
has now elapsed since the law providing for the establish- 


ment of a General Staff corps was passed to show con- 
clusively the necessity for such an organization in our 
Army. I should greatly dislike to think that I would 
have to do without the advice and work of the General 
Staff, but I am not by any means satisfied with the pres- 
ent methods of doing business prescribed for that body. 
As the matter now stands, the General Staff is doing too 
much administrative work and the Chief of Staff has ac- 
tually become an administrative officer. This is not as 
it should be, and I propose to take this matter up for ac- 
tion very soon. The General Staff saould devote its en- 
tire time and energies to research and to advising the 
Secretary of War on military matters. I shall have 
something to say about this matter in my forthcoming 
annual report.” 


Oberlin M. Carter, who is endeavoring in the United 
States Court in Chicago to prevent the seizure by the 
Government of his ill-gotten gains, testified on Nov. 28 
that the trouble in which he is involved was started by 
“an Army officer who is even now stirring up trouble in 
Philadelphia.” When this statement was shown to Ma- 
jor Cassius E. Gillette, C.E., U.S.A., who is now detached 
for duty in connection with municipal improvements in 
Philadelphia, he said: “Undoubtedly I am the Army of- 
ficer referred to in that testimony, for everyone knows 
the trouble I have stirred up in Philadelphia. _There is 
no use denying that. As for the charge that I attempted 
to force a ‘new scheme’ upon the Government for con- 
struction which this man refused to approve, with the 
accompanying intimation that I was moved by malice to 
make trouble for Carter, I can but characterize that as 
absolutely absurd. At the time Carter was in charge of 
the District of Savannah I was stationed at San Fran- 
cisco, and when I was detailed to the District of Savan- 
nah Carter was no longer in charge. I.do not think I 
need to say more.” Major Gillette needs no defense 
against the charges of Carter. If they were true this 
would in no way affect the question of the justice of the 
punishment inflicted upon Carter by a jury of his peers 
before whom he had ample opportunity for defending him- 
self with the help of able attorneys.

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An important move looking to a solution of the grave 
engineering problem in the United States Navy has been 
taken by the Navy Department, in the ordering of six of- 
ficers of the line for instruction in+steam engineering. 
This instruction is intended to enable officers of the line 
to prepare for engineering duties on board ships in com- 
mission, while at the same time maintaining their posi- 
tions in the line of promotion, and will give the Depart- 
ment the services of many able officers, in the course of 
time, for engineering and other duty as the exigencies of 
the Service may require. A school for the preliminary 
training of officers who may desire ‘to specialize in en- 
gineering has been established, and will be in full opera- 
tion within the next few weeks. This “School of Appli- 
cation” will be in charge of Comdr. Thomas W. Ryan, 
U.S.N., retired, and the course will cover about two years, 
of which a portion will be spent in Washington, with in- 
tervening duty at the various navy yards and shipbuild- 
ing plants on the Atlantic coast, where the students will 
have the opportunity to acquire practical experience.

A hospital apprentice writes to us saying. that he 
thinks more care should be taken by medical officers to 
isolate the victims of contagious diseases, especially those 
of a discreditable character. Our correspondent says: 
“Instead of taking full history of a case, so that the 
source of infection may be traced, isoiating it or sending 
away from the vessel to proper place of treatment, some 
doctors allow the patients—numbers at a time even—to 
mix with the crew, wash in same buckets and eat at same 
tables, ete., thereby neglecting the measures required to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the disease.” We cannot answer for 
the justice of this complaint, but it is obvious that it is 
not possible to take too great precaution to prevent the 
association of the crew crowded on a man-of-war with 
men who are suffering from infectious and loathsome dis- 
eases caused by illicit indulgence,

The Secretary of the Navy is expected to dispose of the 
important court-martial cases of Comdr. Lucien Young 
and Ensign Charles T. Wade in a very few days. These 
cases have been reviewed by the Judge Advocate General 
and submitted to Secretary Bonaparte for his action. The 
verdict of the court in these cases is guarded with the 
greatest care, but there is excellent reason for the state- 
ment we made last week that the court practically acquit- 
ted Commander Young of all serious charges against him, 
and recommended simply that he be reprimanded for not 
exercising sufficient care and diiigence in requiring full 
reports on the condition of the boilers from his subor- 
dinates in the engine room of the Bennington, but it is 
expected that Secretary Bonaparte, in reviewing these 
cases, will take occasion to consider the question of pro- 
viding a trained corps of engineer officers for the Navy. 
In his annual report to be made public on Dec. 5 he makes 
specific recommendations with regard to the engineering 
problem, which will probably form the basis of future ac- 
tion in this matter.

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AMERICAN INVENTIONS IN FOREIGN GUNS. 


An article by Lieut. Col. A. H. Russell, O.D., U.S.A., 
on “Modern Military Magazine Guns,” which will appear 
in the Journal of the Military Service Institution for 
January-February, 1906, shows clearly that the author, 
associated with Col. W.. R. Livermore, C.E., U.S. Army, 
played an important role in originating and developing 
the modern military box-magazine gun, and the clip sys- 
tem of loading such magazines, In the Krag-Jorgensen 
gun, adopted in 1893 as our first modern magazine gun, 
we see, to be sure, the results of foreign adaptation, but 
the basis of the magazine is American, and many of its 


essential features were anticipated by American inven- 
tion. The same is true of the new United States Army 
gun, the Springfield magazine gun of 1903, which is prac- 
tically of the Spanish Mauser type. 

It is rather a singular thing, in view of the sweeping 
statements in the report of the Board on American Mag- 
azine Guns of 1893, to the effect that none of the Ameri- 
can guns were suited for the military service, that the 
arm adopted and credited to “Capt. O. Krag, director of 
the royal small arms factory at Koénigsberg, Norway, and 
Mr. E. Jorgensen, an armorer there employed,” should in- 
volve inventions of Americans to whom no credit is given. 
We even find a device of the veteran inventor Lee, to 
whom the world owes so much for the improvement of 
breech-loaders and magazine guns, set aside with the dic- 
tum: “The system is unsuited to the military service.” 
In his report for 1891 the Chief of Ordnance says: 

“The radical change from a caliber of .45-inch (our 
present service standard) to the much smaller one of .30, 
the use of the long and narrow cartridge thereby neces- 
sitated, and the introduction of smokeless powders for 
imparting a greatly increased velocity to the bullet with- 
out subjecting the barrel and breech system to undue aug- 
mented strain, have all operated to retard the efforts of 
American inventors to perfect their guns, and the result 
is that but few magazine arms of American design have 
yet been brought before the board.” 

After we had been sleeping so long—like Rip Var 
Winkle, with an antiquated rifle—pooh-poohing the maga- 
zine gun while we had the Springfield breech-loader of 
large caliber, it’ was out of the question for inventors or 
manufacturers in this country to appear before the maga- 
zine-gun board of 1892 and 1893 with a magazine and a 
gun fulfilling all the conditions required by the modern 
small caliber cartridge. 

We might cite many instances where our American in- 
ventions have gone abroad for recognition, and then have 
been re-imported : General Rodman’s perforated cake pow- 
der, the Horechkiss gun, the Maxim gun, etc. The policy 
of our country seems to have been to let the foreign na- 
tions make the experiments, and to profit by the results, 
saying with Iago: “Thus do I make my fool my purse.” 
The mere fact, then, that we select our final model from 
abroad, by no means indicates that we are not using 
American inventions, and neither of the Army magazine 
guns adopted within the last decade is an exception to the 
rule. It is useless, in this stage of development, for us to 
try to obtain a gun which is entirely free from foreign 
touches, particularly since the reduction in caliber so 
enormously quickened the activity abroad in working up 
the magazine gun. We want the best, and the best we 
must have wherever it is to be found; and where should 
we look more surely for that cunningly combined arm 
best suited for battle than among those nations with 
whom the spectre of war is ever present? Why expect to 
find it in a country where war is forgotten as soon as it 
is over and not thought of until it is upon us again? 

For years our American inventors have been launching 
their war devices on the world, ingenious mechanisms and 
remarkable inventions, to find our Government and its 
people listless and indifferent, perhaps intolerant of waste 
of brain power on schemes that apply not to peaceful de- 
vices vital to ourselves, like harvesters and reapers, 
looms and dynamos. “There is some sense in such things; 
we can use them.” Foreign nations, who, foolishly in our 
eyes, keep up large armies frowning ominously at each 
other, on the contrary seize eagerly on all that appears, 
test and remodel it, and a few years after our home in- 
ventor, hopeless of recognition here, has sung a requiem 
over his great idea—born as he thought to revolutionize 
the conduct of battles, and “make war too dreadful to be 
borne,” he finds that some one in Europe has seized on 
this and that idea of his, another idea from another man 
and so on, and has brought out a gun which startles the 
world. How often do we read in descriptions of such 
things in our catalogs of weapons: “This is an Ameri- 
ean invention developed abroad”? When thus developed 
we see it, perhaps, brought back and adopted in our own 
Service, sometimes, but rarely, with due credit to our 
home inventors. 
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INSPECTION OF QUARTERMASTER SUPPLIES. 
The report of Major J. G. Galbraith, 1.G., on his in- 
spection of business methods in the Q.M. depot at Schuyl- 
kill Arsenal, has been reviewed by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, who has directed that the system of passing 
upon Q.M’s. supplies be modified in several important 
particulars, with a view to more thoroughly safeguard- 
ing Government interests. It appears that the present 
system of inspection is theoretically excellent, but as now 
earried out it is inadequate and offers at least opportu- 
nity for the delivery of inferior goods. While no frauds 
or gross irregularities were discovered, the need for sim- 
pler and more efficient methods of dealing with contrac- 
tors was made manifest. Instructions have accordingly 
been issued to put into operation at Q.M’s. depots the fol- 
lowing scheme of inspection: Wherever there is a large 
and important contract for some specific article, such 
as shoes or hats, commissioned officers should be stationed 
at the factory and be aided by an expert and the neces- 
sary number of assistants having a trade knowledge of 
the articles being delivered. The inspection should cover 
the raw material, the process of manufecture and the fin- 
ished product so as to fix responsibility. The supplies 
thus accepted should be shipped direct to the proper depot 
for storage or issue. In cases where the above-described 
plan is impracticable, by reason of the variations or lim- 
ited quantities of the supplies, the inspection at the fac- 
tory should be eliminated and in lieu thereof, the articles 
should be delivered for acceptance at the supply depot, 
where a system of marking each article similar to that 
adopted at the factory should be put into operation with 
a view to fixing individual responsibility. {f the proper 
men are employed, it should be perfectly simple to secure 
the delivery of articles equal to the standard and specifi- 
cations, thereby replacing the present duplicate and trip- 
licate inspections, which are frequently defective in re- 
sults. It has been further directed that only employees 
having peculiar skill, knowledge or experience for the par- 





ticular inspections in hand be employed thereon as ex- 
aminers and that expert inspectors be procured for the 
more important work of supervision. Commissioned offi- 
cers assigned to this line of work will be required to avail 
themselves of every opportunity to qualify as experts. 
This change in system will ensure to the Government the 
delivery of the articles for which it contracts and also 
ensures to contractors absolutely fair and impartial 
treatment.

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CLOTHING FOR THE ARMY. 


The Quartermaster General recommended this week 
that on account of the saving of expense, the uniform or- 
der for the Army be amended so as to prescribe the khaki 
for summer wear in the United States. Existing orders 
require the issue of khaki uniform to troops in the United 
States until the supply, which is running low, is exhaust- 
ed. The cutting down of the estimates for the next fiscal 


year $1,000,000 below the appropriation for the current 
year renders absolutely essential some reductions in ex- 
penditures, In its report on this subject the General Staff 
calls attention to the fact that the light weight woolen 
olive-drab uniform prescribed for summer wear in the 
United States has never been supplied to the Army. So 
the question as to which is preferable has not been deter- 
mined practically. Recognizing, however, the necessity 
for a reduction in expenditures, the General Staff has 
concurred in the recommendation of the Quartermaster 
General. 

The Quartermaster General recently submitted to the 
General Staff of the Army new forms for the use of com- 
pany commanders in making requisitions for clothing for 
issue to their companies, and also proposed amendments 
to A.R. 1166 and 1167, governing the details of the issue 
of clothing. With a few modifications which were con- 
curred in by the Quartermaster General the General Staff 
has approved the changes. The new form of requisition 
is made on a separate slip in duplicate for each man, and 
one copy of this is retained permanently in the company ; 
the other in the quartermaster’s office. The clothing is 
issued to the company commander and receipted for by 
him. This receipt constitutes the quartermaster’s voucher, 
and is supplemented by the certificate of the company 
commander that the amounts have been charged to the 
men, and of the witnessing officer that the clothing has 
been issued to the individual men; also by the copy of 
the requisition which has remained in the quartermaster’s 
possession. This method of issue is believed to be simpler 
and more practicable under all the conditions of the Ser- 
vice, and affords a ready means of checking the correct- 
ness of charges against the clothing account, 
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BUREAU OF INSULAR AFFAIRS. 

In his annual report, dated Oct. 31, 1905, Col. Clarence 
R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs, gives an account of the legislation providing for 
the building of railroads in the Philippines, and tells us 
that “enough interest has been manifested by capitalists 
to warrant the belief that serious bids will be tendered, 
and within the next year considerable preliminary and 
actual work should be accomplished in furnishing the 
islands a greatly needed system of railroads.” 

The monthly collections under the new tariff, which 
at first showed a decrease, due in part to depressed in- 
dustrial and business conditions, have recently about 
equalled those under the old tariff. The Philippine gov- 
ernment has expended from six to seven millions on 
public improvements, and has sold at a premium $4.,- 
000,000 of bonds to provide a sewer and drainage system 
and a water supply for Manila, for which proposals have 
been invited. All of its bonds are exempt from taxation. 

The three most important needs of the Philippine 
Islands to-day are a market, the opportunity for farm- 
ers to borrow money at reasonable rates of interest, and 
adequate transportation facilities. The last Congress 
provided for the means of transportation, and showed 
itself favorably disposed toward the so-called Curtis bill, 
providing for the free admission into the United States 
of all Philippine products except sugar and tobacce. The 
bill was favorably reported by a vote of nine to one, 
but too late to be acted upon. What the interests of 
the Philippines require are a more liberal tariff law and 
ultimate free trade with the United States; the applica- 
tion of the coastwise laws of the United States; the 
establishment of an agricultural bank scheme; an _ in- 
crease in the amount of land and mining claims indi- 
viduals and corporations are permitted to acquire; an 
improvement in the currency and authority to legislate 
for naturalization as to citizenship in the United States. 

From the U.S. mints Philippine coins to the value of 
$16,714,009.31 have been received, the United States 
gaining on the coinage $1,110,899.90 net in seniorage. 
On $26,092,704.20 deposits in the United States the 
Philippine government has received $300,907.74 interest. 
It had on deposit Oct. 31 a balance of $7,996,934.83. 
The total receipts of the government of the Philippines 
during the year have been $82,733,198.76, and the ex- 
penditures $77,710,736.33. 

Of the ocean carrying trade sixty per cent. of imports 
and seventy-five per cent. of the exports were in British 
bottoms, the Americans taking ten per cent. of both. 
Spanish vessels came next to the British, the German 
carriage showed a decline. In the action of the commis- 
sion authorized by the Frye bill, designed to meet the 
grievances of the local shipping interests and to or- 
ganize an efficient transportation service throughout the 
islands, there is a guaranty of uniform rates for inland 
transportation of an importance in the unifying of the 
islands and the inspiring of commercial confidence that 
far outweighs any immediate loss that the Government 
may suffer from ceasing to furnish its own transporta- 
tion. 

The exports of hemp, tobacco and copra have de- 
clined. Sugar shows a slight increase, but it is less than 
one-half the Spanish maximum export. The imports for 
the year were eight per cent. less than in 1904, or 
$2,344,411. This is accounted for by the loss of $4,092,- 
076 in rice importations, the others showing an increase 
of $1,747,665. The Friar lands, 410,000 acres, have all 
been purchased at a cost of $6,934,427.36. The entire 
cost of the Philippine exhibit at St. Louis was $720,298.- 
15. 

The capacity of the limited number of Army trans- 
ports now in service has continued to be heavily taxed 
during the year by the requirements of the military 
establishment. There are now 178 Filipino students 
being educated in the United States at the expense of 
the Philippine government. Others are being educated 
here at the expense of their parents. Their progress has 
been uniformly creditable, and in certain instances re- 
markable. The spirit of seriousness and of intelligent 








and persistent effort which pervades this student body 
promises success for this undertaking. 

A brief account is given of the visit of the Congres- 
sional party to the Philippines. It included nine from 
the War Department, besides four messengers, seven 
Senators and twenty-four Congressmen. The objects of 
the trip, it is believed, have been more than realized. 
Interest has been aroused and the truth is known to 
those who will have to solve the Philippine questions. 
This trip was fortunate to the mutual interests of the 
American and Filipino peoples. ‘The total expense to 
the Philippine Treasury for the travel of the official party 
was less than $10,000. All the details of this entire trip 
devolved upon the Insular Bureau. We can bear testi- 
mony to the skill with which the work of the Bureau in 
the conduct of this party was done by its representatives, 
Colonel Edwards and Captains J. K. Thompson una 
William Kelly, jr., aides. Major Guy L. Edie, U.S.A., 
accompanied the party as medical attendant. 

During the absence of Colonel Edwards in the Philip- 
pines and at Panama, Capt. Frank McIntyre acted as 
Chief of the Bureau “efficiently and with marked ability.” 
The force of the office is sixty-one clerks and eleven 
messengers, laborers and charwomen. 

Having completed his work of aiding in the organiza- 
tion of the Panama Canal Commission, and the Secre- 
tary of War having stated that he needed his entire ser- 
vices for the increased work of the Insular Bureau, 
Colonel Edwards withdrew from the Canal Commission. 
In concluding his report Colonel Edwards says: ‘fhe 
Bureau lost by ‘transfer or detail during the last year 
for other Government work twenty of its best clerks, 
During all this time the current work, increasing in im- 
portance, has been efficiently performed. Pardonable 
pride, therefore, may be taken in the belief that the or- 
ganization upon which it is founded is good, and that it 
has stood the test of unusual demands.” 
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RETIREMENTS AND RESIGNATIONS. 

Lieut, Col. Medad C. Martin, Deputy Quartermaster 
General, U.S.A., who will be placed upon the retired list 
Dee. 15, 1905, upon his own application after thirty-two 
years’ service, was born in Vermont Oct. 3, 1854. He 
served as a private in the Tth Wisconsin Volunteers from 
March 17 to June 30, 1865, and on July 1 of the latter 
year was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. He became 
a second lieutenant in the 22d Infantry in June, 1877; 
first lieutenant in 1883, and was appointed captain in the 
Quartermaster’s Department Noy. 2, 1891. He was pro- 
moted to major in 1901, and lieutenant colonel in 1904. 
During the Spanish-American War he was appointed a 
quartermaster of Volunteers with the rank of major, and 
also a lieutenant colonel of Volunteers. He was in charge 
of the general supply depot at Camp Alger from May un- 
til October, 1898, and has been on duty in Chicago as 
chief quartermaster of the Department of the Lakes. 
Lieutenant Colonel Martin would not have been retired 
for age until Oct. 8, 1918. The retirement of Lieutenant 
Colonel Martin will cause the promotion to the grade of 
lieutenant colonel of Major Robert R. Stevens, and of 
Capt. R. McA. Seofield to be a major. 

Major William O. Owen, surgeon, U.S.A., who was re- 
tired for disability incident to the service, is a native of 
Tennessee, and was graduated from the University of 
Virginia in 1878. He was appointed an assistant sur- 
geon in the Army in 1882; was promoted captain in 1887, 
and was advanced to surgeon with the rank of major in 
1900. During the Spanish-American War he was ap- 
pointed brigade surgeon of Volunteers, with the rank of 
major. Major Owen was No. 15 on the lineal list of sur- 
geons and would not have been retired for age until July 
6, 1918. His retirement will promote Capt. George J. 
Newgarden, assistant surgeon. 

Major Benjamin H. Randolph, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who 
has been retired from Nov. 24, on account of disability 
incident thereto, is a native of Rhode Island and was ap- 
pointed to the U.S. Military Academy from that State in 
July, 1866. Upon his graduation in June, 1870, he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in the 3d Artillery and 
reached his present rank of major in September, 1901. 
Ile is also a graduate of the Artillery School of the class 
of 1875. He stood No. 6 on the lineal list of majors, and 
would have retired for age May 7, 1914. 

The resignation of Midshipman R. E. White, of the 

fourth class at the Naval Academy, was accepted this 
week. Midshipman White, who was appointed to the 
Academy from California, gave as his reason for resign- 
ing the fact that he did not consider himself fitted for a 
naval career, and that his few months at the Naval Acad- 
emy had shown him conclusively that he had a distaste 
for the life. 
_ Lieut. Thomas B. Crockett, 24th U.S. Inf., whose res- 
ignation has been accepted, to take effect March 10, 1906, 
was a private in the Ist Washington Volunteer Infan- 
try from May, 1898, until July, 1899, when he was ap- 
pointed a first lieutenant in the 26th U.S. Volunteer In- 
fantry. Ife became a second lieutenant in the Philip- 
pine Scouts in July, 1901; was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the 24th Infantry a month later, and was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant in 1902.

President Roosevelt has appointed the Rey. Edward 
S. Travers, assistant pastor of Trinity church, of Boston, 
Mass., as a chaplain in the Army, to succeed Rev. Her- 
bert Shipman, resigned. He was born in Meriden, Conn., 
Oct. 10, 1874. He was fitted for college at St. Austin’s 
School on Staten Island and entered Trinity College, re- 
ceiving his A.B. with the class of 1898, and his A.M. 
the following year. While at college he was known as 
an all-round man in athletics. He -comes from. the 
fitting school with a record of 10 2-5 seconds for 100 
yards, and 23 seconds for 220. He was drafted for the 
football team at college and played brilliantly as half- 
back on the varsity team. When the Spanish War broke 
out he served as a private in Co. F, 1st Connecticut 
Regiment. He was ordained in 1901, and advanced to 
the priesthood in 1902, by Bishop Worthington, of 
Nebraska, who was acting for Bishop Brewster, of Con- 
necticut. His first work was with Rev. William R. 
Huntington, D.D., of Grace church, New York, and he 
found a fruitful field in the chapel at the East Side of 
the city. He was next associated as curate to Rev. 
Alexander G. Cummings, jr., at Poughkeepsie. His con- 
nection with Trinity church, Boston, began Jan. 1, 1904, 
when he took up his work as assistant pastor at the 
watch-night service.

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THE QUESTION OF BIGGER BATTLESHIPS. 


In the course of the discussion of Commander Hov- 
gaard’s paper on the battleship cruiser at the recent 
meeting, in New York, of the American Society of Naval 
Architests and Marine Engineers, Mr. Horace See 
said: 

“Although some forty years have elapsed since the 
conflict, both memorable in history. and revolutionary 


in naval warfare, that took place in Hampton Roads 
between the Monitor and Merrimac, we find scientific 
progress in the building of the battleship has not only 
been at a standstill since that time, but that the world 
ai been slow to recognize the value of that which was 

ade manifest on that occasion, our own country only 
=f ‘tly, whilst others ignored it entirely until late years 
and then like ours adopting only the turret on the 
decp sea shipss * * * * In fact in some direc- 
tious a retrograde movement, and that for the worse, 
has taken place. The size of the target having grown, 
sinple forms having given place to complex and, instead 
of . few large well-served guns, a battery of large and 
me‘ium-sized ones have been installed to increase the 
nusuber of the crew, without adding to the efficiency, 
together with introducing a greater variety of ammuni- 
tio to make confusion possible. The armor, instead of 
being applied around the outside of vessel below as well 
as above the water-line, has also been cut up to form 
int-rior as well as exterior elements and arranged not 
only to increase the weight and cost without adding to 
its strength, but also in such a way on the outside as to 
reccive the full force of the projectile and not to re- 
duce it by change of direction. * 

Chose responsible for the type of haiitiahie now in 
eviience have been unable to get rid of the sentiment 
about the walls of Old England or to recognize the fact 
the! you can have too much wall, that the height of a bat- 
tl: ship should not only be as low as the amount of free- 
borrd demanded will permit, but also have its sides in- 
cl ued where possible, so as to deflect and not stop the 
projectile thrown against it, and that the armor should 
be of such a thickness and so arranged around the vital 
parts as to meet a projectile on the outside and not take 
chanees by allowing it to enter for a weaker barrier to 
stop and intercept its destructive effect. Also that the 
armament should consist of guns of the largest service- 
alle caliber, few in number, in order to do the work 
with a much smaller crew and to be located in well pro- 
te ted turrets so as to inspire confidence and with it ob- 
tein better handling. And, finally, that the model of 
the vessel and the power installed should be equal to se- 
curing a rate of speed capable of commanding the best 
position. 

“We would, therefore, suggest instead of the pres- 
ent form of battleship an improved one containing the 
new features given above and embodying also the salient 
points of the Monitor and Merrimac as a new type com- 
bining the high speed cruiser and the sea-going battle- 
ship in one. The vessel to be of about 10,500 tons dis- 
placement, having but one deck above an armor belt made 
eleven inches thick, from which the sides tumble home or 
slope at an angle of about forty degrees, starting at 
six and one-half inches at bottom, and tapering to a 
thickness of five inches at the upper deck. The tumble 
home, however, to work out beyond the forward turret 
into a raised forecastle in order to obtain sufficient free- 
board to maintain speed in sea way. The guns to be 
twelve inches, arranged in pairs, one in a turret forward 
and one in another aft on upper deck. This deck to be 
one and one-half inches thick, as the interior protective 
deck is to be abandoned, except at ends in view of the 
heavier armor amidships by which arrangement weight 
will be saved, construction simplified, and vessel strength- 
P ened. 

‘Another modification to be that of increasing the 
thickness of bottom plating and reduction of frame 
spacing for about one-half the length of vessel amidships 
in order to increase strength and resist torpedo attacks. 
The plating to be one and one-quarter inches, except at 
turn of bilge, where it is to be one inch thick, with frames 
thirty-six inches center to center. By this rearrange- 
ment of material, whereby the amount in the neutral axis 
will be taken to increase sectional area of the upper 
and lower members, increased strength of structure will 
be obtained without increase of weight. Bilge keels are 
to be retained but those for docking, inviting damage 
from the torpedo, are to be abandoned in view of stiffer 
bottom. Instead of a speed of nineteen knots in battle- 
ships, built or now building, we propose to increase it 
to twenty-two or equal to that of the armored cruiser 
made possible by reduced weight of superstructure, armor, 
armament, and by the adoption of a model well suited to 
atiain it, together with the employment of engines and 
boilers of a design for obtaining from the least weight 
and with the least smoke or waste of fuel the highest 
eficieney under all conditions. * 

‘In the first place its height vill be at least 
one deck less so as to present a smaller target with the 
sides above the belt sloping upward to deflect instead 
of stopping the projectile and without openings to invite 
its introduction. Then the extra thickness of the belt 
nthe permit fighting at closer quarters accompanied 

ith a more destructive work on thinner armor of guns 
a ‘al to those of the low-speed vessel and superior to 
those of the high. With the reduced number of guns 
there also comes the reduced complement, consequently 
less space required for their accommodation and supplies, 
tovether with the possession of a more compact organiza- 
tion and with it higher efficiency. And last, but not least, 
this superior fighting machine can be obtained in less 





tine, at very nearly one-half the cost of a vessel pre- | 


keting a larger target, offering inferior protection, 
possessing less strength, equipped with no heavier guns, 
slower by more than three knots, and calling not only for 
double the complement to fight her, but also the addi- 
tional expense connected with their employment. Such 
a vessel will present a type combining the best features 
of the battleship with those of the high-speed cruiser 
an! one superior to the battleship for all around work, 
eyiial to the armored cruiser in speed and superior to it 
in fighting; one from which can be obtained the best and 
su. est results with the least amount of money and in 
th shortest possible time, together with being more 
re:dily manned in view of the smaller complement of 
men. Two such vessels as proposed, carrying a combined 
armament of eight twelve-inch guns against four twelve- 
inch and four nine and two-tenths-inch, with eleven-inch 
belt against a nine-inch, and with a speed of twenty- 
two knots against that of nineteen, with a target at least 
seven and one-half feet lower, inclined instead of being 
vertical, and a crew no greater in the aggregate, can be 
pobt ained at a cost but six per cent. greater than that of 
‘the battleship King Edward VII. *

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
The Navy Department will, at the coming session of 
Congress, make application for authority to acquire an 
area roughly estimated at fourteen acres of land lying 


contiguous to the Washington Navy Yard on the north- 
eastern border. If this purchase can be made the new 
area will be at once enclosed by a substantial brick wall. 
On account of the changes imminent in the working and 
methods of the Pennsylvania railroad in consequence of 
the approaching completion of the new Union Station, 
the acquisition of this piece of land is regarded as essen- 
tial to the yard for convenience in handling heavy ship- 
ments of iron or other material incident to the manufac- 
ture of guns and ammunition. 

Governor Gooding, of Idaho, has notified the Navy De- 
partment that he has designated his daughter to perform 
the christening ceremony for the battleship Idaho, which 
is to be launched from the yards of the Cramp Shipbuild- 
ing Company on Dec. 9. Miss Gooding is but fifteen years 
of age, but it is said possesses all of the aplomb and judg- 
ment of a woman. 

Capt. John D. Wood, master of tugs at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, who is to have charge of towing the floating 
drydock Dewey on her trip in tow to the Philippines, 
which is to begin in December, states that the quarters 
aboard the Dewey are elegant. ‘There are baths, electric 
lights, a library and every convenience found on the mod- 
ern battleship for the comfort of the men who are to 
make the long voyage. He said that he anticipated a very 
pleasant trip though a very long one. Captain Wood is 
now enlisting his crew, which will be composed of about 
thirty-five men from Norfolk and Baltimore and all ci- 
vilians. The Government offers good pay to the men 
and their transportation home. The Dewey is now 
lying off Sparrow’s Point just below Baltimore, where 
the stays and fittings for towing her are being put 
on. The voyage, which will be be one of the most re- 
markable in marine history, will be made by way ef the 
Suez Canal, and will occupy between three and four 
months, it being estimated that the giant structure can 
be towed at the rate of one hundred miles a day. During 
the towing the dock is to be held on its course solely by 
the towing power of the three great colliers, Glacier, 
Caesar and Brutus. Each of the colliers will have its 
own wireless plant, as will also the dock Dewey. The 
towing line will be one and a half miles long, a iength re- 
garded as necessary to guard against sharp strains in a 
heavy sea, and even with this great towing line, bits with 
pneumatic cushions have been placed on the “colliers to 
reduce the chance of breaking the cables. The voyage 
may commence about Dee. 15. 


A series of dances to be given on board the revenue 
cutter lying at the Service station at Arundel Cove, near 
Baltimore, was inaugurated by the officers on board 
last Friday night.

On the Pennsylvania the men 
were mustered on deck, and Governor Pennypacker made 
the presentation speech, and Capt. T. C. McLean, U.S. 
N., the commander of the vessel, suitably responded. 
After punch had been made in the massive silver punch 
bowl and everybody had drunk to the future health and 
safety of the great ship, the party inspected the vessel. 
Among the Navy officers present were: Comdr. Robert 
G. Denig, Pay Dir. John R. Martin, Comdr. Joseph M. 
Bowyer, and Capt. Raymond P. Rodgers. 

The United States cruiser Minneapolis, flying the flag 
of Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, and now at Graves- 
end, England, has been ordered to return home. She 
sailed Nov. 29 for Hampton Roads, Va., via the Azores. 

A test was made at Indian Head, Md., Nov. 28, with 
an 8-inch armor piercing shell, fired at 1,500 yards 
against a 5-inch armor plate representing the side of an 
armored cruiser, with a protective deck of three inches. 
The shell, it is reported, pierced the 5-inch plate, went 
through the inclined protective deck and buried itself in 
the coal bunkers. The test was in the presence of the 
Board on Construction of the Navy Department and 
officers of the Bureaus of Ordnance, Steam Engineering, 
Construction, Equipment and Repair. 

In an exciting football game at Norfolk, Va., Nov. 23, 
the team from the U.S. monitor Arkansas defeated the 
strong team from the battleship Kentucky by the score 
of 16 to 0. 

The U.S.S. Hist, in command of Boatswain Cooper, 
brought into Newport, R.I., the schooner Morgan, which 
was found in distress off Newport, leaking badly. 

tear Admiral Robiey D. Evans was at the Navy De- 
partment this week for the purpose of conferring with of- 
ficials there about the program for the winter drills of the 
North Atlantic Fleet, which will mobilize in the Carib- 
bean early in January. ‘The marked decrease in the num- 
ber of desertions in the fleet is a matter of gratification. 
The policy of Admiral Evans of giving generous shore 
leave to the men when the ships are in port has strikingly 
demonstrated its wisdom, less than one hundred men from 
the entire fleet having overstayed their leave in New York 
during the visit of Prince Louis’ squadron, and many of 
these have since returned. 

Seth Perkins, one of the contractors for the new dry- 
dock at Charlestown, Mass., who has taken the benefit of 
the bankrupt act, reports liabilities to sixty-two unsecured 
creditors amounting to $235,334. He owes the U.S. Gov- 
ernment $75,000 for taxes and other claims. 

The battleship Texas, accompanied by the monitors 
Florida, Arkansas and Nevada, arrived at Charleston, S. 
C., Nov. 29, which will be the healquarters for the winter 
maneuvers, 

Blame for the collision between the United Fruit steam- 
er Esparta and the United States lighthouse tender Mag- 
nolia, while the latter was conveying President Roosevelt 
from New Orleans to the cruiser West Virginia not long 
since, was fixed on the Esparta on Nov. 25. The damage 
sustained by the Magnolia has been estimated at $25,000, 
and the United States Government, through its District 
Attorney here, has already brought suit for that amount, 

Mariners will rejoice to learn .hat Ambrose channel in 
the lower bay at New York will be open to navigation on 
Dec. 25 to the largest vessels afloat. Seven New York 
members of the House River and Harbor Committee in- 
spected the channel on the revenue cutter Manhattan on 
Nov. 25. They were Charles 'T. Dunwell, Charles B. 
Law, George E. Waldo, William M. Calder, Herbert Par- 
sons, J. Van Vechten Olcott and William S. Bennett. 
With the party was Capt. F. H. Newcomb, of the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service. The party boarded the revenue cutter 
Manhattan at the Battery in the morning, and, after go- 
ing through the part of the channel that is finished, went 
on board the giant dredge Atlantic, where the dredging 
work that still remains to be done was pointed out to 
them. The channel when complete will be forty feet deep 
and a thousand feet wide. It will cut off a distance of 
five miles from the present route taken by ships of great 
depth, and will be deep enough to accommodate all ves- 
sels of the future. 

The recent association of Japanese and British war-

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Nov. 29, 1905. 
The atmosphere of the Naval Academy is charged with 
two heavy currents of intense interest—the Meriwether 
court-martial and the coming Army-Navy game. Yet 
the Meriwether court overshadows in interest the great 
game itself, and every phase of the case is a current 


topic of conversation. Midshipman Meriwether bears up 
well under the great strain, and while he has been very 
guarded in making any public statements, yet he talks 
freely of his case with his close friends. He is restricted 
to his quarters, but his friends are allowed to see him. 

The body of Midshipman Branch has been disinterred 
and subjected to an autopsy, which shows, as testified 
by Surg. J. D. Gatewood, U.S. N., making the examina- 
tion, that the death of Branch resulted from the contact 
of his head with some hard substance, and was not due 
to blows. Surgeon Gatewood said that there was no 
fracture of the skull, nor injury to the membrane of the 
brain, except that brought about by the surgical opera- 
tion. A large clot was found, however, under the mem- 
brane of the brain. The spinal cord, heart, lungs, and 
kidneys were found in normal condition, without evi- 
dence of previous ill-health in these organs. If the opera- 
tion had been performed earlier, and in another place, the 
saving of Branch’s life would have been possible. It was 
a perfectly natural thing, however, judging from the 
symptoms, to operate as was done in this case. 

Midshipman Minor Meriwether, jr., gave his testimony 
to-day and was the last witness in his own behalt. 
Warned by the court that he need not state anything 
incriminating himself, Midshipman Meriwether began his 
testimony by telling of his first meeting with Midshipman 
Branch, which was in September, 1904, when Branch was 
held over from leave. He was with him on the Santee 
for five days, and Branch made himself generally dis- 
agreeable, without doing anything particularly notice- 
able. He met Branch again in October, when the Naval 
Academy opened. Branch “ran’’ him in an unusual man- 
ner. When pressed to tell what, Meriwether hesitated and 
said that he did not like to tell. He was still further 
pressed, and it came out that the “running’’ was of such 
a vulgar character that it could not be stated, because 
ladies were present in the court. He was then excused 
from stating the particulars. Branch endeavored to have 
him reported several times, and once reported him_ for 
insubordination, which report was taken off by the officer 
to whom it was made. Meriwether said: 

“When Branch made a special inspection of my room 
and found a suit of citizens’ clothes in a valise, which 
belonged to a ‘plebe’ friend of mine, I went to him to 
see if I could not obtain redress for a non-regulation and 
improper inspection of my quarters. I did not go there to 
fight. He said I was a damned fool. I wanted to fight 
him then and there. He declined to get off his bed. I 
called him a ‘sneak’ for making the non-regulation in- 
spection and a ‘damned coward’ for not fighting then 
and there. 

“I could have hit Branch during the fight once when 
he was against the wall with his guard down, and once 
when he was partially down. I declined. I offered, also, 
to give up the fight when I had fouled. 

“I living feel myself worse off in ‘the deplorable con- 
sequences of the fight than Branch in his grave. I had 
the reputation of being a ‘ratey’ plebe; but I have never 
once violated a class rate. 

“Il had to take notice of Branch’s inspection of my 
quarters or lose the esteem of my classmates and friends. 
I went to Branch to see him about his non-regulation 
inspection of my quarters and not for the report he made. 

“The latter would have been against-the discipline of 
the Academy, and it is always considered improper, and 
never done, to take an upper classman to task for making 
a report of a lower classman.”’ 

Midshipman Meriwether gave his testimony in a frank 
and straightforward manner, and made a most favorable 
impression upon the auditors in attendance in the court, 
and, apparently, the accused improved his case material- 
ly in the minds of the members of the court-martial. 

Midshipman Joseph Ralph Williams, of the first class, 
U.S. Naval Academy, who w as appointed from Pater- 
son, N.J., was dismissed from the Naval Academy Nov. 
29 for general unsatisfactoriness in conduct and dis- 
cipline. He testified before the Meriwether court-martial 
that he knew of an instance where a midshipman was 
reported for failing to have resented an insult given by 
another midshipman. This, however, had nothing to do 
with the dismissal, the order for which was signed by 
the Secretary of the Navy before Williams testified. He 
was turned back from his class of 04 for failing to keep 
up in his studies, but was not able to maintain his stand- 
ing in the lower class. He has also committed a num- 
ber of minor offenses. 

The trial of Meriwether was concluded on Thursday, 
and the case submitted. His counsel contended that, as 
the death did not result from a blow, his client could 
not be convicted on the charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter. Mr. Munroe said: “If Meriwether is convicted 
of anything further than disorder, he will be made a 
vicarious sacrifice for a system and for the sins of gen- 
erations, if they be sins. A condition has been shown in 
this case which makes it impossible that the accused 
should have refrained from the fight. I therefore hold 
that the prohibitions against fighting must have meant 
fight.” J. A. Marix insisted that there was no proof 
that Branch fell during the fight so that the injury to 
his head could have been received in that way. 

Congressman Robert F. Broussard, of Louisiana, who 
secured the appointment of Midshipman Meriwether says: 
“He was rejected on physical examination because of 
the crooked resetting of the arm-bone above the wrist, 
where it had been broken while at football. Dr. Matas 
said he could break the arm and reset it straight, Meri- 
wether came to New Orleans and submitted to an opera- 
tion while I held up the appointment. Dr. Matas was 
very successful and Meriwether passed the physical and 
mental examinations and was admitted to the Academy. 
This incident,’ said Mr. Broussard, ‘‘clearly shows the 
character of Meriwether. His perseverance, his courage 
and his earnestness are not failing in anything that he 
undertakes.”’ 

When asked if any action would be taken to stop fight- 
ing among the midshipmen, Admiral Sands, Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, said that fighting had 
always been against the discipline of the Naval Academy 
and that that discipline would be enforced. 

The Navy closed its season on the home grounds Sat- 
urday afternoon, by defeating the eleven of the Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute with a score of 12 to 6, which 
early in the season defeated West Point by a score of 
16 to 6. The victory on Saturday has not made the Navy 
lads overconfident, but they feel that it is in them to 
whip the Army this year, and are determined to do so. 
The Navy luckily went through the game without any 
of its players sustaining such injuries as would keep 
them out of the Army game. The team is in splendid 
physical shape, only Piersol, left tackle, being a little 
stiff with a twisted knee, but he will be in the game 
Saturday. Douglas, last season's star half, who broke 
his leg against Princeton, was in the game for a short 
time.

in the case as well as their families, and that the pho- 
tographs were not his property. 

The ‘‘plebes,” fourth classmen, defeated the eleven of 


the Eastern High School of Washington, Saturday, by 
a score of 28 to 10 in a rather one-sided contest on the 
Academy gridiron. 
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MARE ISLAND. 


Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 23, 1905. 

The card club, the only semblance of social life which 
the yard has known of late, seems to have quietly faded 
away. People who have been stationed here in days gone 
by say that the yard was never as dull as it is at pres- 
ent. There has been some talk of a hop at Thanksgiving, 
but the proposition seems to have died a natural death 
from lack of encouragement. Unless the Christmas holi- 
days serve to rekindle a spirit of gaiety Mare Island will 
face a very dull winter. 

During the past week Mrs. Edwin H. Dodd arrived here 
after a few weeks’ visit with her parents, Mr. and Mrs.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 

The 22d N.Y. held a rousing set of athletic games at the 
armory on the night of Nov. 27, and during the meeting 
the world’s record time in the indoor one mile relay race 
was broken by the team from the 18th N.Y., who de- 
feated the champion team of the 23d N.Y., amid wild 
enthusiasm. This distance of one mile was made by 
four men running one-quarter of a mile each. The time 
was 3 min. 27 2-5 secs., or 1 3-5 secs. better than the best 
standard. The rival runners in the first relay were C. 
Bacon, of the 23d, and W. F. Groene, of the 13th. Groene 
drew the advantageous position, but it did not enable him 
to take the lead, as Bacon was the quickest to break 
and was three yards ahead when the first quarter ended, 
H. Sedley, the representative of the 23d Regiment, on the 
second relay, maintained the advantage scored by his 
mate, in spite of the determined efforts of L. Robertson 
to cut it down. On the third relay S. C. Northridge, of 
the 23d, outran J. M. Devere, of the 13th, making his 
team’s lead at the end of three parts of the distance of 
the race five yards. On the final quarter H. Valentine, 
who represented the 23d, tried hard to hold the lead, but 
failed. Harry Hillman, the star runner of the rival team, 
gradually gained on him, and eventually won by five 
yards. All the other events were well contested. The 
prize for making the largest number of points was won 
by Co. A, with forty-nine points; Company F was sec- 
ond, with twenty-six points, and Company B third, with 
seventeen points. 

Capt. Jacob W. Miller, commanding the Naval Militia 
of New York, in his semi-annual report states that the 
force numbers 651 officers and men, divided as follows:

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Major Joseph FE. Kuhn, C.E., U.S.A.. returned to Wash- 
ington, D.C., Nov. 11, after an absence of three years, 
the better part of which was spent in the field with the 
Japanese army. during which he gained much valuable 
knowledge and incidentally experienced many hardships. 
Major Kubn was probably in the field longer than any 
of the attachés sent out by this or any other government 
during the war. Ile saw practically every important en- 
gagement the Japanese fought from beginning to end, and 
his report, which will be most voluminous, will practi- 
cally cover the entire war. He was in Manila on business 
connected with fortifications when the war between Ja- 
pan and Russia commenced, and was ordered to Japan 
from the Philippines to join the other attachés. Major 
Kuhn was assigned to the second army, under General 
Oku. He was at Liao-yang in such a position that he 
saw everything and was under fire most of the time tak- 
ing notes and photographs. He was with General Oku 
up to the Shaho engagements, and was recalled. Tle en- 
gaged passage for San Francisco at Yokohama and had 
his baggage placed on the steamer when orders came to 
go back into the field. He had been promoted to the grade 
of major, and he was to be sent to Port Arthur with Gen- 
eral Nogi. He was present during the last days of the 
siege, and was one of the eight attachés attached to Gen- 
eral Nogi’s staff when they went into the town to re- 
ceive Stoessel’s surrender. The hardest work of his en- 
tire campaign was done after the surrender. He worked 
night and day, riding and walking about the defenses of 
the town. He and Sir Arthur Bannerman of the English 
Indian engineers made an original survey of the entire 
system of fortifications, and with photographs and draw- 
ings accurately portrayed every section of the defenses. 
When the order came to move. Major Kuhn was sent 
north to join the forces around Mukden. He was present 
at the battle of Mukden and the retreat of the Russians, 
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Ile was with the advance guard of the army and photo- 
graphed everything worth saving. During the long wait 
after the fighting about Mukden and until the conclu- 
sion of the peace treaty the time was spent in working 
over the details of administration and organization of 
the Japanese. On July 4 he was master of ceremonies at 
a dinner given in his hut in honor of the day. General 
Nogi attended the dinner and General Burnett, of the 
British army, was among the speakers. 
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Answering the question as to who Prince Louis of 
Battenberg is, Harper’s Weekly says: “Princess Alice, 
daughter of Queen Victoria and Prince Albert, born in 
1845, was married in 1862 to Louis 1V., Grand Duke 
of Hesse, who was born in 1837. ‘Their daughter, Vic- 
toria Alberta, born in 18638, was married in 1884 to 
Prince Louis of Battenberg, born in 1854, who was the 
son of Prince Alexander of Hesse, a younger brother of 
the Grand Duke of Hesse. Prince Alexander was born 
in 1823, and was married (morganatically) in 1851 to 
the Countess von Hauke (born 1825), who seven years 
after her marriage to Prince Alexander was created the 
Princess of Battenberg by the then reigning Grand Duke 
of Hesse. The Battenbergs are not recognized by the 
German court or in the Almanach de Gotha as being of 
royal birth, either as members of sovereign reigning 
houses or of mediatized princes, but as members of the 
higher nobility. The younger daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria, Princess Beatrice, married the younger brother 
of Prince Louis of Battenberg. This younger brother was 
Prince Henry, born 1858, who married Princess Beatrice 
in 1885. In other words, Prince Alexander’s eldest son 
Louis, our guest, married the granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria, and Prince Henry, the younger son, married the 
daughter of Queen Victoria.” 





FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

The French are experimenting with a four-wheeled me- 
tor-car carrying four soldiers and running on rails. These 
automobiles are to be utilized for running on the ordi- 
nary railways of the country at a speed of about twenty 
miles an hour, and are expected to render important ser- 
vice in carrying orders during periods of general mobili- 
zation, and for rapid long-distance scouting. The four 
armed men who man the car can derail it rapidly enough 
to make way for any approaching train. So far the whole 
of the experimental tests have proved satisfactory. 

In order to test the effect of vanadium upon steel, a 
mild steel free from phosphorus, with a tensile strength 
of 50 tons per square inch and 17 per cent. of elongation, 
was melted in a graphite crucible. It thereupon became 
carbonized, and showed 61 tons tensile and 23 per cent. 
elongation. On adding 1 per cent. of vanadium the ten- 
sile was raised to 69 tons, with an elastic limit of 50 tons, 
and 7.8 per cent. elongation. 

The following are the particulars of the German bat- 
tleship Hanover, recently launched at Wilhelmshaven: 
Jength over all, 430.289 feet; between perpendiculars, 
398.628 feet ; beam, 72.83 feet; draught, 25.26 feet; en- 
zines, triple-expansion, of 16,000 horsepower; boilers, 
Schultz-Thornycroft, to the number of twelve; speed, 18 
knots; armament, four 11-inch guns in two turrets with 
I1-inch protection, fourteen 6.1-inch guns—ten in the 
central casemate and four in four separate casemates, 
twenty-two 6.46-inch and fourteen 1.45-inch guns, four 
mitrailleuses, and six torpedo tubes, submerged ; thickness 
of armor beit amidships, 9.45-inch, decreasing to 5.9-inch 
and then to 3.9-inch fore and aft; thickness of armor 
above the belt, 8 inches; coal, ordinary load, 700 tons, 
special load, 1,800 tons. 

On Noy. 28 a monument was erected at Cheshire, Eng- 
land, to the memory of Dr. Joule, the discoverer of the 
“laws of the conservation of energy.” 

Some one has stolen the coins and other articles placed 
in the foundation-stone of Gen. Sir Hector Macdonald’s 
monument, now in course of erection in Dingwall. Be- 
sides all the current coins of the realm, there were a num- 
ber of photographs, books, papers, ete., connected with 
the deceased General’s life and work. 

During the British army maneuvers each officer of the 
Suffolk Regiment had a small megaphone with which he 
could talk with ease to anyone two or three hundred 
yards off. It is suggested that these should be given ts 
scouts, When information could be passed back with a 
minimum of exposure. 

The Militiir Wochenblatt, the organ of the German 
Staff, publishes a small pamphlet of some twenty pages 
of letterpress, accompanied by eight large maps, on which 
the positions and movements of the contending forces at 
Mukden are shown clearly day by day, from Feb, 21 to 
March 10, 1905, vividly colored blocks of red represent- 
ing the Japanese troops and green the Russian. They 
give a clear conception of the general plan of the opera- 
tions on both sides and of the movements in broad outline. 

The Moniteur de la Flotte comes to the defense of Vil- 
leneuve at Trafalgar. He foresaw what Nelson would do 
but was compelled to maintain the old single line of bat- 
tle because he could not venture upon any innovation 
with his inefficient captains, nor could he depend upon his 
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nexperienced gunners who, having been taught to dis- 
iast the British ships, fired too high, while Nelson 
oured his fire into the ships themselves and raked them 
when he could. 

All the cadets attending the Royal Military College, 
it Kingston, Ontario, Canada, have been ordered to wear 
mustaches. It is said it is desired to give an older 
ippearance to the cadets. The order has caused, in some 
ases, disapproval. 

For the bugle with which Lord Cardigan’s trumpeter 
sounded the charge of the Light Brigade at Balaclava, 
Jet. 24, 1854, $5,250 was bid at auction in London, but 
the owner refused to sell at that price. 

With the launch of the Warrior, at Portsmouth, Eng- 
land, Nov. 25, the.last of the armored cruisers of the 
juke of Edinburgh class took to the water. 

It is reported from Berlin that the German War 
iepartment recently adopted new ammunition for the 
irmy rifle, which geatly augments the efficiency of the 
veapon. The bullet, it is reported, now has the same 
ffect at 1,000 meters as it formerly had at 600. The 
ceuracy of the firing is now markedly enhanced. Where 
‘ormerly a_ vertical variation of seventy centimeters 


was shown in target practice with a given number of 
shots, the variation is now reduced to forty-eight centi- 
meters. The new bullet penetrates eighty centimeters of 
pine timber at 400 meters distance, against forty-five 
formerly, 


The Council of French Ministers, on Nov. 17, decided 
to inflict fifteen days’ arrest on General Brugére, com- 
mander of the army, for making public details of a con- 
ference which he had with the Minister of War, relative 
to the controversy between General Brugere and General 
Percin, who was Chief of Staff under General André, 
the former Minister of War. ‘The generals recently 
met in the Bois de Boulogne on horseback, and General 
Brugére refused to acknowledge the salute of General 
Percin, which, it was said at the time, would lead to a 
duel. Explanations before the War Minister led to an 
adjustment of the incident. General Brugére then gave 
out a statement saying that he had refused the War 
Minister’s request to shake hands with General Per- 
cin. 


During a continuous six-hour trial run on Nov. 22, 
the new Cunard turbine steamship Carmania easily 
maintained nineteen and one-half knots, while her speed 
over a measured rmnile was more than twenty knots, The 
Carmania is of 21,000 tons register, she is 675 feet long 
and has seventy-five feet beam, and has accommodation 
for 3,000 passengers. The Carmania is the largest tur- 
bine steamship afloat, and will start from Liverpool, 
England, on her maiden voyage to New York on Dec. 2. 

The writer of a series of articles in the engineering 
supplement of the London Times presents views almost 
identical with those of Admiral Rae on the requirements 
of specialization for the engineering force of navies. 
This writer, E. S. Fortis, holds that an officer, who 
specializes in engineering, can become a successful captain 
or admiral, 

The Messrs. Yarrow are being driven from London 
by the high price of labor and will remove their works, 
at a cost of $1,000,000, to some new location not yet an- 
nounced. 

The Army and Navy Gazette, from which we quoted, 
corrects its statement that there were forty non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Royal Artillery with Nelson on the 
Victory at Trafalgar. They were on the Victory in the 
West Indies but were transferred to other vessels to be 
transferred to the Barbadoes before Nelson sailed for 
European waters. 

Apropos of the big dinner given by American bluejack- 
ets to British bluejackets at Coney Island, N.Y., Nov. 18, 
at which some 2,700 persons were dined, it is interesting 
to note that what is said to be the largest dinner ever 
given assembled at Paris not long ago. The Mutual- 
ists of France dined at’ the Galerie des Machines. About 
fifty thousand sat down together. Five hundred waiters 
served and 15,000 dishes were used at nine miles of ta- 
bles. There were 150,000 plates, which if piled up would 
reach ten times higher than the Hiffel Tower. The ‘‘cheer’”’ 
{Included 25,000 bottles of red and white wine, 15,000 
bottles of beer, 6,000 bottles of milk, 10,000 bottles of 
mineral waters, 5,000 bottles of champagne, 4,000 half- 
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bottles of liquor, and two steam urns, each of 15 horse- 
power, brewed the coffee. Meats of all kinds weighed 
seventy tons, and there were three-quarters of a ton of 
cigars. 

Sir Charles Hardinge, the British Ambassador to 
Russia, will return to St. Petersburg at the expiration 
of his leave in January next, but the impression pre- 
vails that his tenure of the post will not be long, and 
that the reports of his ultimate transfer to the Foreign 
Office as Permanent Under Secretary in succession to 
Sir Thomas Sanderson may possibly turn out to be cor- 
rect. 

At last accounts salvage operations were progressing 
vigorously on Togo’s sunken flagship Mikasa, the authori- 
ties being determined to raise her with the least possible 
delay. The theory now entertained in Japanese naval cir- 
cles for her loss is that decomposition set in among the 
explosives in the magazine and spontaneous combustion 
resulted, 

The Isle of Pines, which has been designated as Pine 
Island (U.S.)° on the map of the General Land Office, 
will hereafter have the letters in brackets removed, as 
they were placed on the map by mistake, 


The Venezuelans have spent $180,000 on their gunboat 
testourador, formerly George J. Gould’s yacht Atlanta. 
it has been two years under repairs at Cramps. 

Sir Edward Hobart Seymour, R.N., is not a believer 
in 18,000 ton battleships. Just before sailing from New 
York on Nov. 18 he gave the following opinion: “I don’t 
believe in this type of warship. It is true that Great 
Britain is building two large battleships of the 18,000 ton 
class, but it is only as an experiment. These monsters 
draw entirely too much water to get around well in shal- 
low places, and they are much too cumbersome to get into 
dock. They are also an excellent target for the enemy. - 
I would rather have more ships of less tonnage when I go 
into action. Then the great expense of building one of 
these heavy ships is another item for consideration, es- 
pecially when one realizes that three 16,000 ton ships 
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could be constructed for the cost of two of the 18,000 ton 
class.” Admiral Seymour praised the American blue- 
jackets, and the splendid discipline maintained on board 
the American warships. He said also that the great 
length of the United States coast line demanded a larger 
Navy. The Admiral, who is the youngest admiral in the 
British navy, has many friends among the officers of the 
United States Navy, and was prominent in the Boxer 
troubles in China, and received high praise in official re- 
ports from American officers who served with him ashore 
in the memorable march to Tien Tsin. 

In spite of war, the railways of the Russian Empire 
earried 58,080,170 passengers last year, against 59,- 
276,966 in 1903, and 4,241,958,000 puds of goods, against 
4,115,723,000 puds respectively. The pud is thirty-six 
pounds avcirdupois. The Japanese foreign trade has in- 
creased twenty-five per cent. in the first nine months 
of this year. The hard service on the Siberian road has, 
however, worn out the rolling stock and a Russian com- 
mission has been appointed to decide as to entirely re- 
plenishing it.
